A new push to move gov¬ 
ernment contracts from Shan- 
ti Project and AIDS Indigent 
Direct Services (A.I.D.S) to 
new agencies has resulted in 
a web of confusion among 
San Francisco Health Depart¬ 
ment bureaucrats and AIDS 
service providers. 

In addition, the Bay Area 
Reporter has learned that the 
AIDS Office usurped the au¬ 
thority of the Mayor’s HIV 
Planning Council by plotting 
the transfer of Shanti’s $1.9 
million in government hous¬ 
ing contracts before it was 
given legal authority to do so. 

Furthermore, A.I.D.S. Di¬ 
rector Audrey Doughty told 
the Bay Area Reporter that 
she doesn’t know who in the 
health department is responsi¬ 
ble for yanking $13,000 worth 
of her agency’s money. Mem¬ 
bers of the Health Commis¬ 
sion and its director, which 
oversees the health depart¬ 
ment, told the B.A.R. that 
they also don’t know how it 
happened. 

Some of the confusion re¬ 
sults from a May 24 meeting 
of the Mayor’s HIV Planning 
Council, a 24-member board 
that allocates more than $20 
million worth of federal, 
state, and local AIDS grants. 
The meeting’s agenda includ¬ 
ed discussing the future of 
Shanti, an agency that mis¬ 
managed $2.7 million in gov¬ 
ernment housing contracts, 
and A.I.D.S., whose former 
director put more than $5,000 
of its clients’ social security 
checks into an employee 
payroll account. 

At the meeting, AIDS Of¬ 
fice Director Mitch Katz an¬ 
nounced that he had met with 
San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion Director Pat Christen to 
discuss the possibility of 
forming an “umbrella,” or 
several organizations jointly 
administering Shanti’s hous¬ 
ing programs. In addition, 
Katz said that SFAF’s board 
of directors had discussed the 
idea. 

But Katz had no authority 
to meet with Christen. The 
decisions to put Shanti Pro¬ 
ject on probation, dissolve its 
housing program, and grant 
the AIDS Office the ability to 
start discussions with other 
AIDS agencies had not yet 
been made by the HIV Coun¬ 
cil. Those decisions came lat¬ 
er in that same May 24 meet¬ 
ing. (Continued on page 24)

The Carnage of 
Amendment 2: 

One Coloradan's Story

Laws, whether passed in 
legislative chambers or voting 
booths, are just words until 
they are enacted. An exam¬ 
ple: to many people in Col¬ 
orado and around the coun¬ 
try, that state’s anti-gay consti¬ 
tutional Amendment 2 may 
seem merely a collection of 
words prohibiting the passage 
of laws designed to protect 
lesbians and gays from dis¬ 
crimination. As such, those 
people may think it is of a 
limited impact; we are taught 
that it is sticks and stones that 
hurt us, and never words. 

But Amendment 2 is more 
than words: it is mandated 
discrimination, and as such it 
must be put into context with 
the people it affects. One of 
those people is Jim Winbourn, 
who knows firsthand the fall¬ 
out from Amendment 2, now 
that it has affected every as¬ 
pect of his life. 

Winbourn is one of the nu¬ 
merous — but as yet uncount¬ 
ed — Coloradans against 
whom Amendment 2 has 
been used like a weapon. He 
says he was fired from a gro¬ 
cery store in Cortez, Col¬ 
orado, because his supervisor 
didn’t like gays. And because 
the voters of his state autho¬ 
rized a bill that gave that su¬ 
pervisor the right to fire gays 
(or suspected gays), it

inated his own right to earn a 
livelihood. 

Winbourn ran the mainte¬ 
nance department at City 
Market in Cortez, a small 
town in southwestern Col¬ 
orado. His manager, Jim 
Berhost, told him last March 
to resign or be fired because 
Berhost wouldn’t have homo¬ 
sexuals working in the store, 
Winbourn says. 

After discussing the situa¬ 
tion with a lawyer, Winbourn 
says he decided to resign

Roberta Achtenberg 
Says What She Thinks 


An Interview

On Tuesday, June 1, 
Roberta Achtenberg was 
packing up her San Francisco 
office and putting the finish¬ 
ing touches on a farewell 
speech she would deliver 
the Board of Supervisors. In 
between a phone call to an 
aide in Washington, D.C. and 
the business of the day, Acht¬ 
enberg took a few minutes to 
speak with the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

BAR: How do you feel 
now that the battle is over 
and you've been confirmed 
as Assistant Secretary? 

Achtenberg: I feel great. 
We’re moving my office right 
now. I’m going back to Wash¬ 
ington tomorrow. We won’t 
be moving our household, 
though, until the middle of 
June. It’s been a difficult four 
months, not being able to 
speak out in any capacity. For 
a politician to have to be 
silent for four months is a 
very difficult undertaking. It’s 
been especially difficult in the 
last four weeks as I was ma¬ 
ligned in the press and falsely 
portrayed on the floor of the 
Senate. It’s been tough going. 

I am very appreciative for the 
support by so many in the 
Senate when they saw what 
was happening and stood up. 

Why did you accept the 
position as Department of 
Housing and Urban Develop¬ 
ment Assistant Secretary For 
Fair Housing and Equal Op¬ 
portunity? 

In the last two administra¬ 
tions HUD and fair housing 
enforcement was severely ne¬ 
glected. Fair housing issues 
have concerned me greatly. 
As a lesbian and gay public 
official, I’ve seen first hand 
what it means for the city to 
have been neglected and for 
housing policy and enforce¬ 
ment to have been disorga¬ 
nized. The problems have 
contributed greatly to many 
of the social ills we face and it 
is good work and what I want 
to do. 

While there are housing 
discrimination protections for 
people with disabilities and 
people of color and other mi¬ 
norities, it seems ironic that 


there are no federal housing 
laws prohibiting sexual orien¬ 
tation discrimination. Do you 
see a change? 

If I could read the Senate 
Banking Committee, which is 
where such amendments 
would have to originate, they 
are so frustrated already with 
the current fair housing 
laws... I’d say they are averse 
to seeing additional protec¬ 
tions. If I had to read the Sen¬ 
ate, I’d say they don’t believe 
there is a crying need to add 
additional protections right 
now. I don’t think it’s high on 
the priority list of President 
Clinton or Secretary Cisneros. 
HUD is demoralized and dis¬ 
organized and the first order 
of the business is putting the 
agency back together. 

Are you worried about the 
threat from far right Repub¬ 
licans that they are going to 
scrutinize your every public 
move? 

They did not win, so 
they’re going to say that. 
They didn’t win because 
we’re beyond the point in 
time when people look at car¬ 
icatures of other people and 
accept them as the truth. I 
was portrayed as a cardboard, 
cut out cartoon caricature that 
some imagined a lesbian to 
be. I just have to say that the 
more some in society will do 
that, the more it will be peo¬ 
ple will rise up and resist it. 

Any thoughts about the 
massive budget crises in San 
Francisco as you depart for 
Washington? 

It’s just enormous with the 
budget shortfall and what 
that has to mean for the cut¬ 
backs in city services. I don’t 
think I’m too idealist or 
Pollyannaish, but the budget 
disaster is not the fault of 
Mayor Jordan, it’s not the 
fault of former Mayor Agnos, 
and this Board of Supervisors 
didn’t create this disaster and 
neither did the board before 
that. It won’t be solved by 
Roberta Achtenberg or the 
person who succeeds her. We 
all have a part to play in this. 
I’ve tried to provide as consci¬ 
entious a role as I know how. 

I would urge people [to 
find] as non-partisan a solu¬ 
tion as possible. There is one

Jesse Helms Pitches In, 
Pitches SF Gay Parade

“That gay, that gay, that 
gay pride parade. I wish ev¬ 
ery American could have seen 
it,” croaks Senator Jesse Helms 
on televisions across 
the United States this month, 
inviting viewers to attend this 
year’s annual gay pride pa¬ 
rade and celebration in San 
Francisco. Oddly, however, 
for a person who usually rel¬ 
ishes the publicity he gets by 
talking about gay issues, he 
isn’t happy to be the parade’s 
pitchman. 

The invitation by Helms 
can be seen in a public ser¬ 
vice announcement developed 
by the San Francisco Les¬ 
bian/Gay Freedom Day Pa¬ 
rade and Celebration Com¬ 
mittee. “I have never agreed 
with anything that Jesse 
Helms has said — until now,” 
announced Committee Co- 
Chair Ggreg Taylor, when he 
unveiled the 15-second video 
at a press conference on Mon¬ 
day, May 31, at the foot of 
Market Street and the water¬ 
front. The locale was chosen 
to showcase the site of the 
1993 Celebration party, which 
will take place there for the 
first time this year. 

“Now it is time for the gay 
parade to use footage of Jesse 
Helms to promote our agen¬ 
da. It is interesting to turn 
around his words where he 
has been promoting bigotry 
and gay violence and use it to 
promote a positive, pro-gay 
agenda,” Taylor told re¬ 
porters. 

“We want to invite every¬ 
body to see our parade and 
see it in totality, not just the 
little segments that the reli¬ 
gious right pull out,” added 
Co-Chair Marsha Levine. 

The video, developed by 
Ken Woodard, a parade vol¬ 
unteer and San Francisco ad 
agency art director, has been 
distributed to television sta¬ 
tions on the east and west 
coasts. “It has received a very 
favorable response,” Levine 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“We have gotten calls from 
New York and Los Angeles, 
from people who have seen 


the spot and think it’s very 
funny. They think it’s about 
time that we turn the tables 
on Helms. We have only re¬ 
ceived one crank call. CNN 
has been showing it on the 
hour.” 

The footage of Helms was 
taken from his speech on the 
Senate floor in opposition to 
the nomination of Roberta 
Achtenberg as Assistant Sec¬ 
retary of Fair Housing and 
Equal Opportunity during her 
recent Senate confirmation 
hearings. At the time he said, 
“Some of this other stuff, like 
kissing and hugging and rid¬ 
ing in that parade with her 
partner and little boy, and 
kissing and hugging as they 
led that gay pride parade, and 
I wish ever American could 
have seen it.” 

“These spots are going na¬ 
tional. They are being dis¬ 
tributed on the East and West 
Coast. Jesse Helms’ home¬ 
town newspaper [ The Win¬ 
ston-Salem News Observer] is 
actually excited about this,” 
Levine told the B.A.R. “This 
is the Year of the Queer. 

“Lesbian and gay issues 
are in the forefront of Amer¬ 
ican politics right now,” 
Levine continued. “There is 
no invisible enemy any more. 
The communist threat has 
disappeared. The [next] invis¬ 
ible enemy the right wing is 
going to use is gays and les¬ 
bians — and they fear us be¬ 
cause we are invisible. So 
now we are coming out of the 
closets in record numbers. 
We are spreading the word 
that when you are invisible 
you can be feared. When any¬ 
thing is hidden it becomes 
mystified. We are coming out 
of the closet and becoming 
very public, and we are 
spreading the message that 
we are pro-active and posi¬ 
tive. It’s about love. And love 
is something worth fighting 
for.” 

Taylor was interviewed 
June 1 by WTVD-TV in 
Durham, North Carolina — 
Helms’s home state — by live 
hookup from a San Francisco 
studio. The station also invit¬ 
ed Helms to be interviewed, 


but he declined. “It’s the first 
smart thing he’s done in 
years,” Taylor told the B.A.R. 

Taylor said he appreciated 
that the station did not pit 
him against a Helms-type big¬ 
ot, as frequently happens 
when people with gay-posi¬ 
tive opinions are interviewed. 

“Their first question was 
‘Why Helms?’ That’s like 
‘Why Hitler?”’ Taylor 
laughed. “Actually, I thanked 
Jesse — which I’m sure 
wrecked her! 

“Helms says we took his 
remarks out of context, but 
we didn’t change his words at 
all; we used just what he said. 
The thing is, he meant he 
wanted everyone to see it. It’s 
just that his intention was to 
make everyone afraid.” 

Throughout the WTVD in¬ 
terview, and in other inter¬ 
views with CNN and local 
news teams, Taylor drove 
home the point that the pa¬ 
rade is nothing to be afraid 
of, that it is a civil rights 
march and that it is fun. 

According to Levine, there 
is another, not-so-fun video 
also making news these days. 
Jerry Falwell is advertising on 
his so-called Old Time 
Gospel Hour that he sent un¬ 
dercover videographers to the 
April March on Washington 
to compile video footage that 
shows “what really happened 
there that the mainstream 
media won’t show you.” 

Levine said, “For $35 he 
will send you a video and the 
money will be used to pay off 
the debts of their bible col¬ 
lege. He is creating this to 
prey on the fear of people 
who were taught that homo¬ 
sexuals are something to be 
afraid of.” 

Actually, says Taylor, 
Helms and his followers are 
the ones to be feared. Ac¬ 
knowledging that some San 
Franciscans are unhappy with 
the name chosen for this 
year’s parade, he said, “Unfor¬ 
tunately, I think we have big¬ 
ger issues — it’s obvious we 
need to fight those who are 
killing us instead of killing 
each other.” ▼

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It's Official: The Senate 
Hates HIV-Positive Immigrants

WASHINGTON - On May 
28, the United States Senate 
approved and sent legislation 
to the White House that 
would ban HIV-positive im¬ 
migrants from entering the 
country. President Clinton is 
expected to reverse an earlier 
campaign promise and sign 
the measure. 

The Senate approved the 
authorization bill for the Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health, 
containing the controversial 
immigration provision and 
the almost equally controver¬ 
sial approval of formerly- 
banned medical research in¬ 
volving fetal tissue, by voice 
vote. The House passed the 
measure Tuesday on a 290- 
130 vote. 

The ban on HIV-positive 
immigrants was imposed dur¬ 
ing the Bush administration 
and brought criticism from 
then-presidential candidate 
Clinton, who said he would 
reverse the barrier if elected. 

During its original consid¬ 
eration of the NIH authoriza¬ 
tion bill, the Senate added an 
amendment to retain the ban. 
The House later voted to go 
along with the ban when the 
two chambers negotiated the 
final version of the bill. 

Clinton then backed off his 
plan to allow HIV-infected 
immigrants to enter the coun¬ 
try, and has indicated he will 
sign the bill when it reaches 
his desk. 

Clinton had more success 
in lifting the Bush administra¬ 
tion’s ban on federal funding 
for research on fetal tissue ob¬ 
tained from abortions. Clinton 
lifted the ban and the House 
and Senate voted to confirm 
the policy by including it in 
the NIH bill. 

Meanwhile, in Cuba... 

Ironically, the day before 
the measure was forwarded 
to Clinton, the Miami Herald 
reported that most of the 
HIV-infected Haitians held at 
the U.S. Navy base in Cuba 
have refused to take the med¬ 
ication that could stave off 
deadly infections and extend 
their lives. 

“I’m doing the best that I 
can, but I don’t think the 
Haitians believe that,” said 
Dr. Peter Weiss, an AIDS 
specialist who arrived at the 
Guantanamo Naval Base 
three weeks ago to care for 
the residents. 

“Most of the patients deny 
that they have it [the virus], or 
don’t want to talk about it.” 

Weiss said all but two or 
three of the 146 HIV-positive 
refugees at the camp had re¬ 
fused to take the prescribed 
medications. 

Some mistrust the military 
doctors, whom they see as 
captors. Others don’t believe 
that they really are infected 
with HIV, and call the test re¬ 
sults a racist ruse to keep 
them imprisoned. 

Others have realized that 
the best way to win freedom 
is to get really sick. Under an 
interim ruling by a New York 
federal judge, the sickest of 
the refugees are being 
brought to the United States 
for medical care. 

“They said they will take 
us out of here when our T- 
cells are down,” said 24-year- 
old refugee Constant Wagens. 
“They told us we have HIV 


and they put us in a concen¬ 
tration camp. They never did 
that to other nationalities.” 

The Haitians were picked 
up at sea the by U.S. Coast 
Guard during attempts to 
reach the United States ille¬ 
gally. Some have been held at 
Guantanamo as long as 20 
months. 

Immigration agents deter¬ 
mined that they have valid 
grounds to pursue political 
asylum claims in the United 
States but immigration policy 
barred entry by those with 
HIV — the departmental poli¬ 
cy that the Senate voted to 
codify. 

Weiss’s disclosure that the 
Haitians are refusing medica¬ 
tion could bolster arguments 
from lawyers and refugee ad¬ 
vocates who are campaigning 
to bring them to the United 
States for treatment. 

“They’re depriving these 


people of years of life,” said 
Juan Gomez, a Miami immi¬ 
gration lawyer working at 
Guantanamo. “It absolutely 
makes no sense. We’re just 
letting people sit there and 
die.” 

A lawsuit over the 
Haitians’ fate is pending be¬ 
fore U.S. District Judge Ster¬ 
ling Johnson in New York. 

Under Johnson’s March in¬ 
terim order, about 50 Guan¬ 
tanamo Haitians with full¬ 
blown AIDS were brought to 
the United States for treat¬ 
ment. One of them, Joel Sain- 
til, died of AIDS just days af¬ 
ter arriving in Miami. 

“It looks like they are go¬ 
ing to keep us here until we 
all become like Joel Saintil,” 
said Andre Sylvain, 36. “I 
want to ask the American 
government people, if it was 
their son, how would they 
feel?” ▼

Caplan Rejects Plea- 
Bargain, Faces Trial

The felony trial of dis¬ 
barred attorney Walter Ca¬ 
plan, accused of stealing more 
than $40,000 from a client 
with AIDS, is set for June 22 
in Department 22 of San 
Francisco Superior court. 

The trial has been delayed 
for several months because of 
procedural motions by Ca- 
plan’s attorney for “any num¬ 
ber of reasons,” according to 
Assistant District Attorney 
Donald Sanchez of the Spe¬ 
cial Prosecutions Unit of the 
D.A.’s office. 

“There have been a lot of 
delays but there are now all 
out of the way and we are 
ready for trial,” Sanchez said. 

Caplan has been charged 
with stealing the funds from a 
bank account belonging to 
Charles Cyberski, the owner 
of Male Entertainment Net¬ 
work, over a five-month peri¬ 
od in 1991. 

“He was lining his pockets 
with his clients’ money,” 


Sanchez told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “He set it up so he 
could profit from their deaths. 

“It’s extremely rare when 
you have an attorney embez¬ 
zling client funds. He embez¬ 
zled the funds because he 
needed them for his own pur¬ 
poses,” Sanchez said. 

Caplan, who acted as Cyber¬ 
ski’s attorney even though he 
was suspended by the State 
Bar of California from practis¬ 
ing law, allegedly set up — 
and then raided — the account 
after Cyberski obtained a 
mortgage loan through Ca¬ 
plan to cover medical expens¬ 
es of his illness. 

Cyberski was tipped off to 
the alleged theft of funds by a 
State Bar investigator who 
was investigating other com¬ 
plaints against Caplan, who 
had been suspended from the 
practice of law. 

The 44-year-old attorney 
was formally disbarred last 
year for violating California 
State Bar ethics codes in an¬ 
other case involving misap-

propriation of funds from a 
client who later died of AIDS. 

Cyberski will not testify in 
the trial. A video tape of his 
testimony has been prepared 
because he is too ill to attend 
the proceedings. 

Caplan was offered a plea 
bargain by the Superior 
Court, but Sanchez said that 
he turned the “very good dis¬ 
position” of the felony crime 
down, so the D.A. will take 
the case to trial. 

Caplan could face more 
than four years in state prison 
if convicted of the charges. T 


NCLR Family: Lesbian 
Officials To Be Honored Friday

The National Center For 
Lesbian Rights will honor 
four lesbian elected officials 
at its 1993 annual reception 
on Friday, June 4, at the 
Green Room of the War 
Memorial Opera House. 

Honored at the event will 
be Judy Abdo, Mayor of San¬ 
ta Monica; Seattle City Coun¬ 
cil member Sherry Harris; 
San Francisco Supervisor Ca¬ 
role Migden; and San Francis¬ 
co School Board member 
Angie Fa. 

The annual reception will 
also introduce Paula Ettle- 
brick, former director of 
Lambda Legal Defense and 
Education Fund, who was 
named NCLR director of 
Public Policy, a newly-created 
position. 

Ettlebrick will open the 
NCLR New York office, 
which will house the Public 
Policy Project, according to 
Liz Henrichson, the agency’s 
executive director. 

“It’s a new project. It’s an ex¬ 
pansion of work we’ve done 
for some time when it’s not 
appropriate to effect change 
through litigation,” Hendrich- 
son told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

In her new position, Ettle¬ 
brick will moniter legislation 
and help establish policy posi¬ 
tions reflecting the needs of 
lesbians in the area of health 
care, employment and family 
law. 

Hendrichson said that 
some issues faced by lesbians 
require public policy changes 
as well as litigation — such as 
second parent adoptions and 
domestic partnerships. 

“For instance, we’ve litigat¬ 
ed domestic partners but 
we’ve also worked with state 
and local legislators, and pub¬ 
lic and private task forces, to

try to get domestic policy 
laws changed or established 
as the case may be,” she sad. 

Hendrichson said the Poli¬ 
cy Project will also be respon¬ 
sible for drafting model legis¬ 
lation expanding civil rights 
protections for lesbians. 

Abdo, the only openly les¬ 
bian mayor in the country, 
was elected in November 
1990 and has sponsored policy 
changes such as requiring all 
Santa Monica city job open¬ 
ings to be listed in local gay 
newspapers in order to “effec¬ 
tively integrate lesbians and 
gays into all aspects of Santa 
Monica’s community.” 

Harris, elected in 1991, is 
the first African American 
and lesbian or gay person 
elected to the Seattle City 
Council. She chairs the coun¬ 
cil’s Housing, Health, Human 
Services, and Education Com¬ 
mittee. 

Migden will be honored 
for her public policy efforts 
and advocating for lesbian 
and gay civil rights issues as a 
Supervisor. 


Fa, past president of the 
Harvey Milk Democratic 
Club, is being honored, Hen¬ 
drichson said, because of her 
"commitment to being an out 
lesbian in all aspects of her 
political life.” Fa identified 
herself as a lesbian in cam¬ 
paign literature and in the 
city’s Ballot handbook, 
distributed to every city voter. 

NCLR has had a historic 
relationship with lesbian 
elected officials. Its founder, 
Donna Hitchens, was elected 
to the San Francisco Superior 
Court bench in 1990 and the 
group’s second executive di¬ 
rector was San Francisco Su¬ 
pervisor (and now Assistant 
Secretary for Fair Housing 
and Opportunities at the Fed¬ 
eral office of Housing and Ur¬ 
ban Development) Roberta 
Achtenberg.

“With the accomplish¬ 
ments of these women as a 
backdrop, we believe this is 
an appropriate time to honor 
and highlight lesbians from 
the West Coast who are mov¬ 
ing our community into posi¬ 
tions of influence and visibil¬ 
ity,” Hendrichson said.

partment 20 of San Francisco 
Superior Court. 

Lowe was arrested with fe¬ 
male companion Kimberley 
Stefanic in Kinkead’s car dur¬ 
ing a routine roadblock in 
Alamagordo, New Mexico, on 
a murder warrant issued by 
San Francisco District Attor¬ 
ney Arlo Smith. 

Lowe remains in jail on $1 
million bail. 

Kinkead’s body was dis¬ 
covered on January 8 on the 
floor of a bedroom in his flat 
at 2027A Oak Street after a 
co-worker reported him miss¬ 
ing for several days. 

Lowe, whose birth name is 
David Cody, was identified 
from numerous videos he 
starred in and after an inves¬ 
tigation by homicide detec¬ 
tives revealed that he had 
been living with Kinkead for 
several months and dancing 
as an erotic performer at the 
Campus Theatre in the Ten¬ 
derloin.

A preliminary hearing on 
homicide and robbery char¬ 
ges filed against gay porn star 
Tim Lowe for the January 
murder of Allen Kinkead, 52, 
will be held on June 29 in De¬ 


An autopsy revealed that 
Kinkead was under the influ¬ 
ence of methamphetamine at 
the time of his death and that 
he suffered from hardening of 
the arteries. 

Although Kinkead was 
bound with duct tape and oth¬ 
er bondage, homicide inspec¬ 
tor Napoleon Hendrix told

the Bay Area Reporter that 
although Lowe admits to hav¬ 
ing sex with Kinkead shortly 
before the murder, that there 
was no S/M element to the 
killing. 

“I’ve investigated cases 
where S/M was involved or 
suspected, but it is not this 
sort of situation. These were 
two amateurs who were try¬ 
ing to do their best to curtail 
and then rip the guy off and 


get away,” Hendrix said. 

Both Lowe and Stefanic al¬ 
legedly bound Kinkead as he 
struggled to escape during the 
post-coital robbery that was 
initiated by Lowe while Ste¬ 
fanic was in another room in 
the flat near Golden Gate 
Park. 

Hendrix told the Bay Area 
Reporter that he believes the 
motive was robbery and that 
the couple intended to steal 


Kinkead’s car, cash, and jew¬ 
elry and then flee, but the 
“situation got out of hand” 
during their effort “to neutral¬ 
ize” the victim. 

When arrested at the alco¬ 
hol roadblock in New Mexi¬ 
co, neither Cody nor Stefanic 
had driver’s licenses and Ste¬ 
fanic claimed to Arizona po¬ 
lice officers that Kinkead’s 
car was given to her by an 
uncle. ▼

Post-Memorial Day Blues 

Here we are, post-Memorial Day, poised to face the sum¬ 
mer. This time of year is, for most of the country, an optimistic 
time of falling in love and making new plans. Unfortunately, 
it is also too often a time of terror for lesbians and gays. 

Perhaps it’s because kids get out of school soon, or because 
the days are longer and the nights are warmer, but we aren’t 
very optimistic that anti-gay violence is going to become less 
of a problem this summer. In fact, quite the reverse. 

A particularly horrifying murder took place recently in 
West Hollywood, the Southern California gay mecca. As Karen 
Ocamb reports on page 15 of this issue, the victim and his 
lover were literally discussing wedding plans when an as¬ 
sailant pulled a gun and fired a shot through the young man’s 
skull. The crime happened in as gay-friendly an area as one is 
likely to find, relatively early in the evening, in a way that 
shocks even those of us who read about gay bashings every 
day. 

We mourn for the young man we never met, not in spite of 
never having met him, but actually because we never met him. 
It is the same feeling we get at the Names Project Quilt: there 
is unmeasurable sadness and grief for the people’s names we 
recognize, but not too much that we aren’t overwhelmed with 
the sense of loss that we never got to meet the rest. 

They, like the West Hollywood victim, are beyond our 
reach and all we can do now is mourn them. And we’re damn 
sick of it. 

According to Community United Against Violence, a car 
full of teenagers came down to the Castro a couple of weeks 
ago, wielding a baseball bat embedded with razor blades. It is 
horrifying enough when thugs get loaded and spontaneously 
unleash their fists upon us, but the thought that some of them 
now take the time and energy to design and execute lethal 
weapons — specifically to kill us — is beyond our comprehen¬ 
sion. 

Which brings us back to Terry Helvey, the young man who 
only needed his fists (and an accomplice) to kill Allen 
Schindler. Helvey was handed a life sentence, but the accom¬ 
plice, Charles Vins, got off. That is a miscarriage of justice that 
must be addressed. 

Which brings us to Texas. More kids, more lethal anti-gay 
violence. More miscarriage of justice. We know this is depress¬ 
ing for you to read because it is so depressing for us to write, 
but we must face these facts. We are under attack from many 
sides, and we need to be prepared. But that is not to say that, 
even in the midst of so much bad, there is nothing to celebrate. 

The fact is, we have each other — and we ought to start rec¬ 
ognizing the value of that. As long as we are being attacked 
from the outside the community, we at the B.A.R. would like 
to see fewer attacks from within. 

If anyone has the time and energy to bitch, they should 
have more than enough to accomplish something. When you 
think you have to complain, don’t just kvetch to a friend: spend 
that time instead writing a letter to an official, or a check to 
a candidate or necessary charity; when you feel you have to 
scream, do it — but do it someplace where it might make a dif¬ 
ference, like at the forthcoming demonstration against Hoff- 
man-LaRoche; and when you feel overwhelmed, take a look 
around at this community, which perseveres — beautifully, and 
with admirable style — despite violence, disease, an apathetic 
government (or worse), and new pushes for legally-mandated 
homophobia. It is this community that is effecting unimagined 
change, and did so even during the Roaring 80s when most of 
America was too busy trying to belly up to the Reagan/Milkin 
money trough to care about making the country a better place. 
We — that is to say, you — who brought our issue to the fore¬ 
front of American politics, from the dank back alleys of shame 
and the closets of oppression. That was an amazing accom¬ 
plishment, and something about which to feel much honest 
pride. 

Yes, ours is a brave and honorable community, comprised 
of wonderful women and men. We love them and appreciate 
their efforts, and demand that the rest of the world stop killing 
them. 

Oh, yes, one more thing: Thank you, Jesse Helms, for being 
such an incredible moron. Your new commercial makes us 
laugh out loud. Not as heartily as you have made us rage and 
rail in the past, of course, but it is funny to see you on televi¬ 
sion, hawking our parade. Don’t ever change. We want the 
whole rest of the world to remember you like that always. ▼

Be Aware and Be Angry

A colleague and I are disturbed by an apparent 
lack of awareness concerning the similarities be¬ 
tween the “misconduct” of military officers at 
Tailhook and the conduct of other military of¬ 
ficials towards its homosexual members. The 
media is condemning war crimes committed in 
other countries, and portrays its outrage at the 
Tailhook scandal, but there is only token 
scrutiny of the military’s intolerable and in¬ 
humane treatments of its homosexual popula¬ 
tion. 

Physical, mental, and sexual abuses against 
women, children, and selected minorities have 
existed and been accepted throughout human 
history. It is only recently that a few nations have 
been willing to acknowledge and confront 
human cruelty, to specifically address discrimi¬ 
nation, harrassment, domination, victimization, 
and physical, mental, and sexual abuses. Unfor¬ 
tunately, it is all too easy to abhor violence 
witnessed from afar, and to overlook or justify 
the violent acts committed by one’s own country. 

Randy Shilts exposes the horrific treatment 
of homosexuals by the military in his book, Con¬ 
duct Unbecoming. Of the 16,500 homosexuals 
Stilts reported as expelled from military serv¬ 
ice, Dan Bell’s experiences exemplify the kinds 
of methods used to weed out these “undesira¬ 
bles.” Bell was questioned interminably, day and 
night, denied food, water, and access to a 
bathroom. Locked in a closet for hours on end, 
and lied to about the nature of his discharge if 
he acquiesced to the demands made of him, Bell 
suffered from severe diarrhea and lost sixteen 
pounds. More than forty of the forces’s homosex¬ 
ual populaton was involved in a subsequent 
“purge.” 

Bell’s treatment was not a simple act of coer¬ 
cion, but sustained and orchestrated torture, a 
heinous crime against a man who had chosen to 


serve his country by becoming part of the Air 
Force. As of now, those who forced Bell to sur¬ 
render his will and resign from the Air Force 
have not been judged responsible for any wrong¬ 
doing. According to Air Force Lieutenant Col¬ 
onel Walter Washabaugh, the investigation of 
airman Bell involved no violations of regula¬ 
tions. And aside from Shilts’ presentation of this 
and similar episodes, there has been only 
minimal media coverage. 

As for the Tailhook scandal, it has taken nearly 
two years for the “indecent assaults” of 83 
women and 7 men by 117 officers to be reveal¬ 
ed. Admiral Kelson of the Navy said, “Tailhood 
brought to light the fact that we had an institu¬ 
tional problem in how we treated women ... it 
was a watershed event that has brought about in¬ 
stitutional change.” And, our president has 
assured us that he “expects a fair, thorough and 
impartion action on the cases and issues raised 
...” We will have to wait and see what kind of 
justice will prevail, and if there will be any real 
changes in our military’s attitudes and behaviors 
towards it minorities. 

How often have other incidents of discrmina- 
tion, harrassment, domination and abuse occur¬ 
red within the military, against its women and 
homosexual members? How many intolerable 
actions have been overlooked, sanctioned, even 
encouraged? Do military officials organize and 
justify discrimination, harrassment, coercive or 
abusive physical and mental tactics against those 
they choose as deserving targets, in situations 
they deem necessitate such tactics? Does the 
military enforce certain beliefs and dictate 
specific aims under the creed that “might makes 
right?” 

The U.S. military was formed to protect and 
enforce the security and continuing peace of our 
nation. And yet, this same military is now being 
shown to be capable of sordid sexual conduct,

Minority Murder? 

More than ten years into the AIDS epidemic which 
has caused thousands of deaths and continues to do 
so in San Francisco, and the public is still reading 
headlines such as “High Rate of Unsafe Sex Con¬ 
firmed in S.F. Study” as reported in the San Francis¬ 
co Chronicle, May 20th. The report states that 425 
young gay men surveyed by the San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health between the ages of 17 and 22 
are still at risk for HIV infection because of their un¬ 
safe sexual behavior, with the highest infection rate 
among young black gay males at 21.2 percent, followed 
by gay Latino males at 9.5 percent, gay white males 
at 8.1 percent and 4.2 percent for Asian-Pacific 
Islanders. 

I find a need to question “Why?” Why is this disaster 
continuing in communities that is supposed to have 
the support from various HIV Community-Based Or¬ 
ganizations (CBOs) in San Francisco in disseminating 
primary HIV/AIDS prevention and education services 
to this high risk population of young gay men? No 
doubt, there are some CBOs in San Francisco which 
have made a concerted effort to get the messge across 
to this population: to engage in high risk sexual 
behavior will result in death. But there are also many 
CBOs in San Francisco which have and continue to 
receive funds from the Department of Public Health 
and the AIDS Office of San Francisco which have not 
made any effort to reach or create aggressive and or 
culturally sensitive campaigns in primary HIV/AIDS 
prevention and education for populations which have 
and continue to be historically overlooked. The high 
percentages of unsafe sex and HIV infection among 
black gay males is a true indication that current cam¬ 
paigns are not effectively working. As a black gay man 
who has lost a lover and more friends to than a per¬ 
son twice my age (94) to AIDS, I find the need to ques¬ 
tion why have so many CBOs, designed to address this 
issue within the communities best deserving their ef¬ 
forts of primary prevention, not done so. 

The San Francisco Department of Public Health 
and the AIDS Office of San Francisco has yet to show 
the public that the public’s tax money is being put to 
effective preventative use. While there is a generous 
effort and commitment by some individuals within 
several CBOs to eliminate the lack of awareness of 
HIV, ther still remains a lack of initiative, as well as 
a myopic vision on a larger scale within many of these 
CBOs. By all recent accounts and date their HIV 
prevention message is not working for those who are 
and continue to be the hardest hit by HIV/AIDS. For 
Michael Shriver, director of public policy at 18th 
Street Services to state that “only about $2 million of 
the city’s $9 million AIDS prevention budget is 
dedicated to youth programs,” does not address why 
there is such disparity between gay youth of color in 
1993 in primary HIV prevention awareness in com¬ 
parison to white gay youth. The high HIV infection 
percentages (21.2%) among black gay youth in com¬ 
parison to white gay youth are similar percentages of 
those HIV infected not categorized as “young gay 
men.” Perhaps a changing of the guard is necessary 
within some CBOs as well as closer monitoring by 
funding sources to evaluate effective results of 
primary HIV prevention for all ages and communities.

Tonight, a rather disheartening experience came 
upon me. 

Feeling celebratory in light of Harvey Milk’s birth¬ 
day, I approached the bartender at a Castro bar, re¬ 
questing a song be played honoring the occasion. 
Surprisingly, the DJ was completely unaware of the 
significance of the day, yet she did seem to appreciate 
its relevance after I pointed it out. My mind, reeling 
with thoughts of this amazing pioneer of our move¬ 
ment, was unable to condense all that it was feeling 
into one song worthy of being representative of the 
day. I left the decision to her, saying, “What does he 
mean to you.” She, in her insightfulness, suggested 
that “Think” by Aretha might fit the bill. Indeed it did. 
Before the song was played, the DJ announced that it 
was Harvey’s birthday and began the song. 

To my shock, I was the one cheering most loudly. 
I thought for sure those who were aware, even those 
who were previously unaware, would cheer 
unabashedly; however it seemed only 20 percent or 
so of the people appreciated the occasion. They seem¬ 
ed not to realize that had it not been for Harvey, they, 
more than likely, would not have nearly the same 
freedom that they did to enjoy their evening as they 
were. Granted, as friends pointed out to me, it was en¬ 
tirely possible that, upon the announcement, there 
were many individual celebrations taking place; even 
if only toasts in his honor. Yet it seems to me that the 
sentiment of Harvey, though his brutal assassination 
took place while I was still a naive youth living in 
Utah, was one of celebration and frivolity; one of com¬ 
munity and oneness; one of unbounded pride in who 
we are. Have we forgotten? 

I hope that I am being all too pessimistic about this 
whole situation. The gay rights movement today is 
fractioned and disenfranchised to such an extreme 
degree, with much energy being put into infighting 
over trivial things such as semantics (“Year of the 
Queer,” etc.). Harvey’s message, “We all go together, 
or we don’t go at all,” seemed sadly lost to this group 
of young lovelies feeling, as they should, completely 
uninhibited in their expressions. 

Please, everyone, never forget that none of this 
would have been possible without the great strides 
and accomplishments of Harvey Milk. Please, never 
let the memory of him die. Please read Shilts’ book 
and watch the documentary of Harvey’s life. Please 
present these indoctrinations to your friends, lovers, 
parents, siblings, co-workers, fellow church members, 
fellow gays (men and women) and all those whose lives 
you have touched. Please realize and educate others 
on the enormity of Harvey’s impact. In these times 
when we must not only fight the barbaric, hateful rav¬ 
ings of the Helms and Sheldons of the world, but also 
those Uncle Franks willing to compromise where 
compromise is only putting a seemingly kinder face 
on sentiments of hatred and oppression, the spirit of 
Harvey and what he stood for must never die, lest the 
spirit of our right to love and exist freely shall also die.

Burroughs Wellcome Cancels in 
Colorado 

The following letter was written to Mark

I am writing to congratulate Burroughs Wellcome 
for making the decision to cancel the National 
Managers Meeting in Colorado Springs, Colorado due 
to the passage of Amendment 2. As you are aware, Col¬ 
orado recently passed a fiercely anti-gay law that bans 
any civil rights protections for gay men and lesbians. 
This stand by BW in support of the national boycott 
of the state of Colorado shows just how far the com¬ 
pany has come over the years. I am aware that BW re¬ 
cently incorporated anti-discrimination protections in 
its employee policy manual and also that serious dis¬ 
cussion is underway to recognize gay and lesbian do¬ 
mestic partnerships of employees at BW. 

As the AIDS community has worked with BW over 
the years after the initial controversies over the exor¬ 
bitant pricing of AZT, many activists who are also gay 
and increasingly many employees of BW who felt 
compelled to come out as gay have turned up the heat 
not just on pricing issues and research priorities but 
also civil rights concerns. I applaud this most recent 
decision, a small one in the larger scheme of things, 
but still a good signal that BW recognizes its obliga¬ 
tion to formulate policies that reflect a sensitivity to 
gay and lesbian employees and consumers. 

Thank you again for your work on this issue and I 
trust we will soon see action on the issue of domestic 
partner benefits.

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An Open Letter to Michelangelo 
Signorile & Queers Everywhere 

I am a twenty-three year old pro-femininst, leftist, 
socialist, queer student, and I just finished reading 
your book, Queer in America: Sex, The Media, and 
the Closets of Power. It is ageist, sometimes racist, 
hypocritical, insulting and down right unintellectual. 
I felt like I was forced to read the longest article ever 
written. I know I could have stopped reading it, but 
I had already spent the $23. 

You speak of equality. “That’s what outing really is: 
equalizing homosexuality and heterosexuality in the 
media.” (Signorile, p. 78) Hold on one minute! Who 
wants to be equal to heterosexuals? And is it really, 
“the goal of the entire gay liberation movement to 
raise homosexuality to an equivalence with heterosex¬ 
uality in all spheres of life?” (Signorile, p.78) And 
which heterosexuals are we going to be equal to? 
White, straight, rich men? Poor, straight, inner-city 
women of color? Straight, Native American Indians 
who lie on a reservation? Let’s face it; most heterosex¬ 
uals do not have it so great either. What will 
Michelangelo give up to be equal to everyone? We also 
must remember that half of those heterosexuals are 
women who have had to live with inequality and 
misogyny in America since its beginning. When you 
look at things through your white solipsism, that 
denies agency to a lot of oppressed heterosexual 
groups. 

We do not need the media to live happier lives as 
American queers. Who and what do we care about 
anyway? Do we care more about fitting into a 
capitalistic, patriarchal society as queers, or do we care 
about changing that system which dominates us. I 
don’t know what you see in your ivory tower, but what 
I see is a world that isn’t equal; for heterosexuals and 
homosexuals alike! We should also work a lot harder 
in the queer community to end the rampant bi-phobia’ 

You are a hypocrite and have an an enormous ego. 
An ego is a terrible thing to taste; and your book has 
ensured an after-taste of disappointment. Who are you 
to decide who is a public figure and who isn’t? Why 
can you destroy some lives and not others? You abuse 
your power! (Your publisher, Random House 
Publishers, have enormous power!) 

You also essentialize homosexualtiy, as something 
innate or given to us from God. (Signorile, p. 366) 
Which God? What if you do not believe in God? What 
then made us queer if there isn’t a God? Essentializ- 
ing homosexuality is dangerous because it also says 
that there is something innate (besides the physical 
biological differences) that make women women; men 
men; and straights straight. We must look at the social 
construction of individuals and not rely on biological 
determinism to explain our differences. Universaliz¬ 
ing homosexuality denies differences cross-culturally 
and it is a racist notion. What is it that makes a homo¬ 
sexual vote different than a heterosexual? Look at 
Barney Frank, for example. He is ready to give in to 
the government’s pressures of not lifting the ban of 
homosexuals for the military. I don’t agree with that. 
Let’s get rid of the military entirely! This proves that 
elected homosexual governmental officials do not 
have something in them that makes them think or vote 
differently than heterosexuals. All it takes is one case 
to ruin an essentialized universalization. 

I do believe that you can use your power in a better 
way, that not only changes the lives of queers, but the 
lives of every oppressed group.

Shanti Vital 

In recent weeks, Shanti Project has been featured 
heavily in the press due to its mismanagement of 
funds. I agree that very grievous errors have been 
made. My fear is that these errors have overshadow¬ 
ed the important work that Shanti Project has done 
and continued to do. For those dealing with life 
threatening illnesses since 1974 and, more specifically, 
for people with AIDS and their loved ones over the 
past ten years, Shanti has provided a unique source 
of both practical and emotional support that is un¬ 
paralleled anywhere. 

I have had the very distinct privilege of being a 
Shanti volunteer for the past five years. During that 
time, I have supported five people with AIDS on a one- 
to-one basis, I have facilitated a support group for 
friends and families and lovers of people with AIDS, 
and I have facilitated over a dozen trainings for new 
volunteers. I would not be dedicating my time and 
energy to Shanti if I did not think that the organiza¬ 
tion was providing a very important, if not vital, 
function. 

With the current publicity, it is very easy for our 
community to lose sight of the services that Shanti 
provides. Of course, there are the numerous and in¬ 
valuable practical chores that volunteers perform, but 
this is the tip of the iceberg. I have often described my 
role as a volunteer as this: holding someone’s hand as 
he/she walks through the difficulties, the challenges, 
the heartache and the pain of dealing with AIDS 
(either as a FWA or as a care-giver). Committing to “be 
there,” for someone who is riding an emotional roller 
coaster, in a supportive and non-judgemental manner, 
can be one of the most important gifts that anyone can 
offer another human being. For many people in our 
community, this has and continues to be, a vital form 
of support. 

I am not a Shanti client. However, as a man living 
with HIV, that day may come. My most fervent hope 
is that Shanti will be there when I need it. I implore 
those in our community who have held off volunteer¬ 
ing for Shanti or donating money, due to the currrent 
debacle, to please consider the superb work Shanti 
has accomplished and continues to offer. 

I have faith that our community can look beyond the 
present problems at Shanti. With our help, this agency 
can be like a Phoenix — rising from the ashes of scan¬ 
dal and mismanagement to continue the important 
work that it does so well. I cannot imagine what life 
would be like for those of us in the HIV/AIDS com¬ 
munity if Shanti did not exist. I hope I never have to

Phony Science 

The reports of “scientific” studies on subjects of in¬ 
terest to gays all seem very alike to me, so plainly rigg¬ 
ed that the scientists must either be stupid or, more 
likely, dishonest. 

Stupidity isn’t the work for the two studies in¬ 
dicating that only one or two percent of Americans 
are gay, based on willingness to admit gay experiences 
to strangers. The fact that 27 percent of the most re¬ 
cent study refused to answer makes it obvious enough 
that the results are simply crap. In that study, people 
had to give not only their names but also such irrele¬ 
vant but scary facts as their social security numbers 
and names of their employers; no scientist is stupid 
enough to believe such a survey to be reliable, but 
there seem to be all too many scientists dishonest 
enought to pretend they do. 

Those surveys should have been “controlled” for 
anonymity. I.e., some randomly-selected portion of the 
sample should have been given anonymous question¬ 
naires under circumstances making it clear that 
nobody could figure out the identity of the person 
answering. If very different percentages had resulted, 
it would than have been obvious that the non- 
anonymous part of the survey was worthless. 

Instead, neither of those surveys made any effort to 
determine whether the (extreme!) lack of anonymity 
made a significant difference. This is a very clear ex¬ 
ample of not asking a question because you were 
afraid of what the answer would be. 

(Surveyor bias is also obvious in the interpretation 
given to the results obtained. The fact that 27 percent 
refused to answer, added to the handful willing to ad¬ 
mit gay experiences, means that only 70 percent 
denied having gay sex. Thus, even accepting the study 
as trustworthy, it really only tells us that somewhere 
up to 30 percent of the population has gay sex. Fur¬ 
ther, the 70 percent who denied having gay sex must 
not include not only some who were lying, but also 
some who are in fact homosexual or bisexual but who 
have not yet had a gay experience, or not in the time 
interval they were asked about. How many? Who 
knows?) 

Equally worthless are the studies indicating a 
genetic basis for gayness, based on the fact that iden¬ 
tical twins are somewhat more likely than fraternal 
twins to have the same sexual orientation. 

Here, the scientists were very open about their bias. 
They wanted to prove that gayness is not a voluntar 
choice, because they think people would stop hating 
us if they thought we were born this way. But the nazis 
and the military would be perfectly comfortable with 
the idea of gayness as a defect we’re born with; what 
they’re really afraid of is the idea of gay sex as 
something normal, rational people might voluntarily 
choose. Lee jYj a j one

The Last 'Compromise' Column 


I n an apparent attempt to 
end the gays-in-the-mili- 
tary furor, President Bill 
Clinton announced last 
week that he favors a com¬ 
promise to allow gays and les¬ 
bians to serve, if they don’t 
proclaim their sexuality while 
on duty. Although some gay 
rights activists were unhappy 
with some of the comments 
made by the President during 
a televised “Town Meeting” 
at the White House (e.g., “We 
are trying to work this out ... 
so our country does not ap¬ 
pear to be accepting a gay 
lifestyle”) other gay-rights lob¬ 
bying groups were privately 
admitting that the President 
seemed to be accepting the 
facts of political life in the 
capital — that insisting on ful¬ 
ly lifting the ban would likely 
lead to an immediate reinsti¬ 
tution of it by such congres¬ 
sional leaders as Senator Sam 
Nunn, (the anti-gay chair of 
the powerful Armed Services 
Committee, as if anyone need¬ 
ed to be told that by now), 
other southern Democrats, 
and anti-gay Republicans. 

It is no secret that a Pen¬ 
tagon commission has given 
recommendations on this po¬ 
litically volatile issue to De¬ 
fense Secretary Les Aspin, 
and a report is due later this 
month. Whatever it says, (and 
it isn’t likely to be very gay¬ 
positive), Clinton has appar¬ 
ently realized — despite his 
deeply held personal feelings 
that the ban should be fully 
reversed — that he doesn’t 
have the support to pull it off 
even among members of his 
own party, so he had better 
settle for less. 

“Most Americans believe if 
you don’t ask and you don’t 
say and you’re not forced to 
confront it, [gay and lesbian] 
people should be able to 
serve,” the President said, 
adding that these same Amer¬ 
icans should “accept people as 
people and give them a 
chance to serve if they play 
by the rules.” A compromise 
has been endorsed — in differ¬ 
ent forms, to be sure — by 
both Nunn, an outright oppo¬ 
nent of lifting the ban at all, 
and Representative Barney 
Frank (D-Massachusetts) a 
gay member of the House, 
who, like Clinton, realizes 
that “something is better than 
nothing.” 

Even so, Frank told re¬ 
porters that he was not happy 
either, over having to settle 
this issue “for less than we 
are entitled.” Indeed, there is 
a difference between the com¬ 
promise he put forth than the 
one being tacitly approved by 
Nunn and his homophobic al¬ 
lies. Both versions would pro¬ 
hibit asking recruits their sex¬ 
ual orientation, but where 
Nunn’s version would bar 
military personnel from any 
public disclosure of their sex¬ 
uality, Frank’s plan would 
bar it only while on duty. 

Nunn, during a speech on 
the senate floor last week, at¬ 
tacked the Frank proposal, 
saying that “when you are in 
the military, you are in the 
military 24 hours a day, on or 
off the base.” Therefore, so¬ 
cial events like going to gay 
bars or gay functions while off 
the base would not be allowed. 

Although the president’s 
remarks last week left unan¬ 
swered which of the two 
“compromise” versions he 
preferred, the fact that he is 
close to accepting less than 
the total lift-the-ban idea he

truly wants, suggests publicly 
what even some unhappy gay 
and lesbian activists were ad¬ 
mitting privately: with a total 
lifting of the ban now out of 
the question, this is the best 
way to resolve a fight that 
threatens to overwhelm the 
rest of Clinton’s agenda. 

None of us are happy, 
clearly, but this is more than 
we could have gotten from a 
Republican president; criti¬ 
cize Clinton as you may, this 
man is a friend of the gay and 
lesbian community, and while 
it pains many of us to say so, 
we have got to accept what 
we can get now and fight an¬ 
other day for the rest. Most 
gay and lesbian advocates 
that I know are — despite 
their unhappiness — being re¬ 
alistic enough to accept 
Frank’s compromise as a vic¬ 
tory of sorts. Or as a spokes¬ 
person from the National Gay 
& Lesbian Task Force put it,

we have brought this issue 
out into the open and we will 
— one day — win the whole 
thing: “There’s a consensus 
that we should not be hunted 
out or ferreted out based on 
private conduct; even if this 
all ended today, we can say 
we moved this a giant step 
from where we were a year 
ago.” 

Another gay activist, work¬ 
ing hard on overturning the 
ban, said this week that “the 
sound we’re hearing is the ice 
cracking under the feet of our 
opponents; I don’t think many 
of us ever expected this 
much.” Indeed, we may have 
to take one step back to get 
two forward, but one day 
soon we will reverse that sys¬ 
tem and take it all. To many 
gays and lesbians, “compro¬ 
mise” is a dirty word, but we 
will, in the future, replace it 
with “victory.” After all, we 
want only what’s fairly ours, 
and one person who knows 
that as well as we do is Clin¬ 
ton: he is so far above what 
we have had in that office in 
the past that I won’t even 
bother to reply to those who 
complain to me that he is 
somehow “selling us out.” 
Damn, when you have been 
active in gay and lesbian pol¬ 
itics since the years of John 
Kennedy and felt the wrath 
and hate of men like Dick 
Nixon, Ronald Reagan, and 
George Bush, this man Bill 
Clinton is like a breath of 
fresh air, and I, for one, am 
not about to give up on him.

Achtenberg, despite be¬ 
ing called everything except a 
human being, has consistently 
refused to strike out against 
these pigs and she is truly an 
asset to her gender and our 
community. 

While I supported her in 
her political races, and have 
personally known her for 
years, I have never been a re¬ 
ally close friend of Roberta 
Achtenberg’s, but she has 
made us all proud. Assistant 
Secretary Roberta Achten¬ 
berg: a first class citizen and I 
— along with the entire crew 
at the B.A.R. — wish her all 
the best. 

Now, if only Mayor Frank 
Jordan (another person I per¬ 
sonally respect, despite his 
problems) would only name a 
gay or lesbian to Achten¬ 
berg’s now-vacant Board of 
Supes seat; do the right thing, 
Mr. Mayor. 

Can you hear the sound of 
whispers getting louder with¬ 
in the state Republican party, 
what with Governor Wilson’s 
approval polls dropping 
rapidly (they’re now the low¬ 
est for any California gover¬ 
nor since the Field poll began 
taking such surveys) a num¬ 
ber of checkbook Republicans 
are trying to think of a way 
they can get the Bug to step 
aside next year in favor of the 
right-wing darling, Dan Lun- 
gren; but with Pete Wilson’s 
ego, this will never happen. 

And speaking of the buck¬ 
passing governor: because 
he’s too chicken-shit to do it 
himself, Wilson has called a 
special November 2 statewide 
election to allow county vot¬ 
ers to decide whether they 
want to reimpose a half-cent 
sales tax increase due to ex¬ 
pire June 30th. It’s a stupid 
idea to leave this up to the in¬ 
dividual counties, but Wilson 
couldn’t care less.

Oh, yes, incidentally, there 
IS an election in San Francis¬ 
co next Tuesday, June 6. 

It 
seems we are being asked to 
vote on Proposition A, - some¬ 
thing about passing more tax¬ 
es to send someone else’s kids 
to school; vote any way you 
like, because this one requires 
a two-thirds vote and won’t 
pass anyway. 

State Treasurer Kathleen 
Brown, the Demo’s leading 
candidate against Pete Wilson 
next year, already has over $2 
million in her campaign cof¬ 
fers — even in California, 
that’s pretty damned re¬ 
spectable. 

Whitney Houston is in the 
current issue of Rolling 
Stone, still whimpering over 
those lesbian rumors; get a 
life, girl, things could be 
worse (like being married to 
Bobby Brown). 

Supervisor Sue Bierman’s 
appointment of longtime gay 
rights activist Rick Pacurar to 
the newly-formed San Fran¬ 
cisco Joint Task Force on the 
HIV Epidemic is a good one.

F or most people, a bibli¬ 
ography marks the end 
of something — the last 
page of a high school 
term paper, the final listing in 
a book. However, the publica¬ 
tion of Linda Garber’s Les¬ 
bian Sources: A Bibliography 
of Periodical Articles 1970- 
1990 (Garland) may mark the 
beginning of a new era in les¬ 
bian scholarship. 

The tome — a cross-refer¬ 
enced listing of articles writ¬ 
ten by and/or about lesbians — 
may not be your idea of bed¬ 
time reading, coffee table 
show, or even party conversa¬ 
tion, but it may contribute 
more to lesbian writing and 
to writing lesbians than any 
other book published to date. 

Garber, who is currently 
editing a collection of essays 
called Tilting the Tower: Les¬ 
bian/Teaching in the Queer 
Nineties, traces her motiva¬ 
tion for compiling the bibliog¬ 
raphy back to 1988, when she 
was co-teaching a class called 
“Sexual Identity in Literature: 
20th Century Lesbian Novels” 
at Stanford University. Gar¬ 
ber and her colleague, Erin 
Carlston, asked for class pre¬ 
sentations on different aspects 
of lesbian culture. 

“We realized that our stu¬ 
dents were not going to know 
how to do the research,” re¬ 
called Garber in a recent in¬ 
terview. While students could 
look up lesbian or homosex¬ 
ual, they had trouble locating 
material specific to their indi¬ 
vidual topics. 

“I volunteered to come up 
with a page reference on each 
of the ten topics,” said Gar¬ 
ber. From there, the project 
grew. Realizing that “if it’s a 
bibliography I need, then oth¬ 
ers need it too,” Garber decid¬ 
ed to compile a more compre¬ 
hensive bibliography. 

Garber, who is currently 
writing her dissertation on 
identity politics and lesbian 
poetry in Stanford’s Modern 
Thought and Literature pro¬ 
gram, thought she knew the 
project’s scope: “I expected 
the bibliography to be be¬ 
tween 100-150 pages. I thought 
I might have to self-publish it. 

I figured it would take me a 
year. I knew I was doing 
something useful, so I just 
started doing it and assumed 
that I’d find a publisher.” 

Hot off the press as part of 
the Garland Gay and Lesbian 
Studies series, Lesbian 
Sources — a formidable 730 
pages, with more than 3,500 
entries arranged according to 
over 150 subject categories — 
represents five years of Gar¬ 
ber’s extensive reading, re¬ 
search, and writing. 

Garber seems to enjoy sug¬ 
gesting that if she knew five 
years ago what she knows 
now about this project, well, 
there might be one fewer ref¬ 
erence book to consult. She 
laughed while telling of a re¬ 
cent conversation with a les¬ 
bian publisher who said that, 
despite the importance of her 
work, Garber’s book would 
have “all the marketability of 
a dead body.” 

But it is clear from Gar¬ 
ber’s commitment to this pro¬ 
ject that marketability was 
not her aim in assembling 
Lesbian Sources. “It’s not 
only about creating a record 
of the information that’s out 
there for everybody, but also 
about facilitating work in Les¬ 
bian Studies and encouraging 
Women’s Studies to open up.” 

“I want to make it impossi¬ 
ble for people doing Women’s 


Studies work to use the ex¬ 
cuse — as they have in the 
past — that they couldn’t find 
any lesbian information,” said 
Garber. 

Midway through the pro¬ 
ject, in 1989, another feminist 
scholar and compiler of wom¬ 
en’s accomplishments, Dale 
Spender, signed Garber’s 
copy of Spender’s own 800- 
page volume Women of Ideas 
and What Men Have Done to 
Them with the inscription: 
“For wielding.” And Garber 
likes to think that Lesbian 
Sources may carry a similar 
weight for wielding. “I’m not 
kidding myself,” said Garber 
as she admitted that her 
work’s appeal may be some¬ 
what limited to writers, aca¬ 
demics and students. “But, I 
wanted a book to go to to 
look anything up. Anyone 
writing on women — on wom¬ 
en’s health, violence against 
women, women in World 
War II — they cannot say the 
information’s not available. 
It’s all there.” 

In compiling all that is 
there, Garber discovered the 
importance of categorizing. 
“Reference sources treat les¬ 
bians as a topic rather than a 
widely diverse group of peo¬ 
ple who are involved with all 
kinds of topics.” Because tra¬ 
ditional references are orga¬ 
nized according to the Li¬ 
brary of Congress categories, 
anyone looking for informa¬ 
tion has had to “translate les¬ 
bian history, culture and ex¬ 
perience into the categories 
that exist,” said Garber. In 
contrast, Garber “allowed the 
material to generate the cate¬ 
gories” in Lesbian Sources. 

In addition to traditional 
categories, Garber’s compila¬ 
tion includes lesbian and

queer categories. For in¬ 
stance, look up Butch/Femme 
and you are sent to page 56, 
and told to See Also: Bars; 
Fashion; Labels/Identity; His¬ 
tory: 1940s and ‘50s; S/M. In¬ 
quire into Asian/Pacifica Les¬ 
bians, and, in addition to a set 
of listings under that heading, 
you are advised to See Also: 
Lesbians of Color; Lesbians 
Around the World; Racism. 

Though developments in 
on-line computer resources, 
researchers can type key 
words, such as “lesbian” and 
“tennis,” for the listings that 
cover both. However, most of 
the sources by and about les¬ 
bians simply are not indexed 


on the computer systems. 

Garber strove to index ma¬ 
terials that are widely avail¬ 
able, using major library col¬ 
lections and standard inter-li¬ 
brary loan services as a guide. 
“I didn’t want to include stuff 
that people could not get a 
hold of,” she said. 

Garber was careful not to 
duplicate work already done, 
noting that Clare Potter’s Les¬ 
bian Periodicals Index (Na¬ 
iad, 1986) indexes small les¬ 
bian periodicals of the ’70s 
like Amazon Quarterly and 
The Leaping Lesbian, which 
are generally available only 
through archival collections 
rather than libraries; as well 
as J.R. Roberts’ Black Les¬ 
bians: an Annotated Biblio-- 
graphy { Naiad, 1981). 

While noting in the preface 
that the bibliography is not 
exhaustive, Garber’s work is 
certainly comprehensive with¬ 
in the parameters she sets, in¬ 
dexing over 50 periodicals the 
likes of Sinister Wisdom, Af- 
filia: Journal of Women and 
Social Work, and Belle Let- 
tres. 

The end result is an im¬ 
pressive witness to how much 
has already been written for, 
by and about lesbians—and 
in what areas. For example, 
there are three times more ar¬ 
ticles listed under “censor¬ 
ship” than under “celibacy.” 
And eight times more under 
“S/M.” According to Garber 
the bibliography reads like “a 
topology of what concerns 
have been salient for lesbians 
who have access to writing 
and publishing,” noting “tons 
on lesbian literature, less on 
history, and very little in the 
field of sociology.” 

Lesbian Sources makes a 
reader salivate, not so much 
for its own content — although 
plenty of the titles are intrigu¬ 
ing enough — but for the pos¬ 
sibility it offers to those wan¬ 
ting more witness to our lives. 
The very fact of its brick-like 
thickness is affirming. The 
possibilities are bedazzling 
Where to find articles like “In¬ 
side Gay Africa” and “Les¬ 
bians Over 60 Speak for 
Themselves,” in case you 
missed them first time 
around. 

It still may not be your 
idea of bedtime reading, but 
Lesbian Sources might make 
good party conversation, after 
all. Certainly every library 
ought to have one. And, we 
should all feel free to wield it 
whenever possible. ▼

Methodism and Madness: Clerics Vote To Visit Colo.

The top legislative body of 
the 8.9 million-member Unit¬ 
ed Methodist Church will de¬ 
cide on June 4 whether to 
move the group’s quadrenni¬ 
al conference out of Denver, 
Colorado in 1996 because of 
Amendment 2. 

The vote follows last 
month’s recommendation of 
the United Methodists Coun¬ 
cil of Bishops to keep the 
General Conference in Col¬ 
orado, despite the anti-gay 
Colorado constitutional 
amendment that overturned 


ordinances that protected the 
basic civil rights of lesbians 
and gays in Aspen, Boulder, 
and Denver, Colorado, and 
forbade the passage of similar 
bills throughout Colorado for¬ 
ever. 

The only voting bishop 
who opposed the recommen¬ 
dation of the Council of Bish¬ 
ops — which includes 50 active 
bishops from the United 
States plus 17 from Europe, 
Africa, and the Philippines — 
was Melvin Talbert, the secre¬ 
tary of the Council. 

Talbert urged that his col¬ 
leagues “say nothing” rather 


than affirm a recommenda¬ 
tion of another committee to 
keep the meeting in Denver, 
according a news release of 
the United Methodist Church. 
An attempt to table the motion 
failed. 

“I’m the pastor of a congre¬ 
gation in the Castro district, 
and we believe that moving 
the conference is the right 
thing to do,” said Paul 
Dirdach, pastor of Trinity 
United Methodist Church. 

According to Dirdach, 
bishops in the United 
Methodist church do not car¬ 
ry the same ecclesiastical 


weight they may in other de¬ 
nominations — and their opin¬ 
ion is just that. 

“The collective input from 
the Council of Bishops is just 
one opinion. It’s as good as 
any other. Other general 
agencies of the church have 
urged theat the general con¬ 
ference be moved elsewhere,” 
he said. 

The 1993-96 Commission 
on the General Conference 
handles administrative and lo¬ 
gistic operations for the qua¬ 
drennial conference, which 
draws an estimated 1,000 peo¬ 
ple from around the world to 


set Methodist doctrine and 
policy. 

At the last General Confer¬ 
ence of the church, in 1992, 
members decided to keep the 
denomination’s ban on the or¬ 
dination of lesbians and gays 
as ministers. 

A week before the UMC 
Council of Bishops met, Col¬ 
orado United Methodists 
Against Discrimination sub¬ 
mitted petitions from 
Methodists in more than 36 
states and the District of 
Columbia, urging the assem¬ 
bly be moved. T

rather than cause disruption 
in the small town where his 
family is well known. 

“Honesty is a big thing for 
me and I’m a fighter,” Win- 
bourn says. “But the fight 
wasn’t worth it.” 

Winbourn told Berhost, 
“Yes, I’m homosexual and I 
have no regrets.” Then he 
moved to San Francisco. 

Berhost denies he told 
Winbourn to quit and claims 
Winbourn resigned for per¬ 
sonal reasons. Berhost won’t 
discuss the incident further. 

“Amendment 2 has given 
the right to do gay bashing 
without actually hitting some¬ 
body,” Winbourn says. “It’s al¬ 
most a license to gay bash 
without hitting.” 

Despite his experience, 
Winbourn believes some

good has come of Amend¬ 
ment 2. 

“Small town America is re¬ 
alizing homosexuality is not a 
light switch you can turn on 
and off,” he says. “The posi¬ 
tive side of a negative situa¬ 


tion is that it exposed a lot of 
people to gay people and 
we’re not what they thought 
we were. Exposure starts to 
get rid of stereotypes.” 

Winbourn thinks it was his 
burgeoning sideline greeting 
card business that sparked 
hostility from Berhost. Win¬ 
bourn makes cards featuring 
photographs of attractive men 
and said he figures Berhost 
learned about them and 
jumped to the conclusion that 
Winbourn was gay. 

But things are looking up 
for Winbourn since he moved 
to San Francisco, where 
whole companies comprised 
of homosexuals are located: 
his body graced a recent cov¬ 
er of Honcho magazine and he 
hopes to expand his greeting 
card business. 

“I was tired of hiding my 
sexuality and I fell in love 
with San Francisco,” he 
says. ▼

OCA Says It Doesn't Advocate Killing Gays

The Oregon Citizens Alliance denies any part in the “Save 
the Children” flyer reprinted in the May 20 Bay Area Reporter. 

The flyer called for killing gays in an attempt to stop gay 
men from “raping and recruiting” boys. 

“The Oregon Citizens Alliance categorically denies any part 
in the writing, publication, or dissemination of the Save the 
Children flyer,” according to a letter signed by Director Lon 
Mabon. “The flyer has been circulating for almost two years 
and many organizations and individuals have sent copies to us 
with requests to verify its source. We at Oregon Citizens Al¬ 
liance do not know the source of the flyer.” 

Asked whether the OCA’s characterization of homosexual¬ 
ity as perverse doesn’t lead to the bloodthirsty conclusion ad¬ 
vocated by the flyer, OCA staffer Cora Roberts defined per¬ 
verse sex as any activity that does not aim for procreation. 

“The behavior is perverse,” Roberts explained. “That’s not 
to say people are perverse. Many people on the homosexual 
side think we are attacking them as people. It’s hard for main¬ 
stream people who are maybe not good readers and maybe 
don’t think critically to realize that there is a difference be¬ 
tween a person and a behavior. We try very hard to try and 
make that point but sometimes it gets lost.” ▼

New Campaigns Educate 
Hustlers About Safe Sex

The San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation is kicking off two 
campaigns promoting safer 
sex among gay men. A new 
series of posters is aimed at 
sex workers on Polk Street, 
and a revolutionary sex guide 
targets adult gay men who 
may have relapsed into risky 
behavior. 

The Polk neighborhood 
posters, displayed on 25 bus 
shelters, feature a young man 
holding a condom and stand¬ 
ing near a man sitting in a 
car. The posters read, “no 
condom, no date,” encourag¬ 
ing hustlers and their clients 
to practice safe sex, according 
to the AIDS Foundation. 

“Some sex workers engage 
in sex with johns, or ‘dates,’ 
who pay extra to have unpro¬ 
tected sex with them,” says 
Elliot Ramos, youth cam¬ 
paign development coordina¬ 
tor at the AIDS Foundation. 
“That puts both partners at 


risk for HIV. Our campaign is 
not about judging the hus¬ 
tlers’ or the johns’ behavior. 
It’s about saving lives.” 

The AIDS Foundation is 
also distributing 200 packs in¬ 
cluding a toothbrush, a comb, 
cards printed with help-refer¬ 
ral phone numbers, condoms, 
and lubricants; they’re avail¬ 
able at the Larkin Street 
Youth Center. 

“Street life isn’t pretty or 
fun,” Ramos says. “That’s 
why this campaign takes a 
proactive approach, through 
repetitious educational pre¬ 
vention measures, to encour¬ 
age hustlers and their clients 
to protect themselves from 
the threat of HIV infection.” 

The AIDS Foundation is 
also releasing a new publica¬ 
tion that promises to rewrite 
the book on sex. Primal 
Cream: An Advanced Guide 
to Sexual Pleasure and 
Health is a how-to manual 
that will be distributed free at 
bars and sex clubs. 


Primal Cream includes il¬ 
lustrations of sexual positions 
and techniques as well as 
erotic fiction. It aims to grab 
the attention of men who 
have become numb to tradi¬ 
tional safe sex messages, ac¬ 
cording to the AIDS Founda¬ 
tion. 

“This approach may help 
bridge the gap that has 
sprung up between cultural 
definitions of ‘safe sex’ and 
‘really satisfying sex,’ “ says 
Wayne Blankenship, cam¬ 
paign development coordina¬ 
tor. “HIV prevention mes¬ 
sages for men are seen by 
some as saying, ‘Be nice, stay 
safe,’ whereas the kind of sex 
thought of as exciting, erotic, 
great sex remains shrouded 
in mystery. It’s never talked 
about. 

“We’re literally rewriting 
the book on sex for gay men 
in the 1990s,” Blankenship 
says, “and that book very nat¬ 
urally includes risk reduction 
techniques for HIV”V

opportunities to initiate sexu¬ 
al relations,” said O’Sullivan. 

O’Sullivan urged parents 
to decide early what message 
about sex they want to give 
to their children. 

“If that message is that 
teen sex is inappropriate, par¬ 
ents should teach their teens 
how to say no and help them 
learn about ‘non-intercourse’ 
sexual behavior,” she said. 

“If parents acknowledge 
that their child is sexually ac¬ 
tive, they should encourage 
the use of safe sex by accom¬ 
panying their teen to a family 
planning clinic and encourag¬ 


ing the combined use of con¬ 
doms, foam, and birth control 
pills,” O’Sullivan said. 

She warned that teenagers 
give parents very few clues as 
to whether or not they are 
sexually active. She encour¬ 
aged parents to keep open the 
lines of communication and 
to be forthcoming in their dis¬ 
cussions about responsible 
sexual behavior. 

“Sexually active teens must 
learn to take responsibility for 
their behavior by practicing 
safe sex, and parents must 
reinforce that message,” 
O’Sullivan said. T 


Kids and Phones: 
A Perfect Combo

Lesbian and gay youths in 
Northern California who 
want to talk to their peers 
now have access to a confi¬ 
dential peer counseling tele¬ 
phone line available through 
Lavender Youth and Recre¬ 
ation Center (LYRIC). 

The Talkline, staffed by 
young lesbian and gay 
LYRIC volunteers, is open 
from 6:30 to 11:30 p.m. Thurs¬ 
days. Services are available in 
Spanish and Tagalog, and for 
the deaf and hearing im¬ 
paired. 

“The Talkline is a way for 
young people who have ques¬ 
tions, thoughts, or concerns 
about homosexuality, and for 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, trans¬ 
gender, and questioning 
youth to talk to other young 
people who understand and 
are ready to listen,” callers 
are told when they contact 
the three-line service. 

In addition to the confiden¬ 
tial telephone counseling line, 
LYRIC also operates a youth 
information line with record¬ 
ed messages about available 
resources for gay youth, in¬ 
cluding suicide prevention, 


drug abuse, mental health, 
and sexual and child abuse 
hotline information. 

The information service 
also lists activities available 
for gay youth through LYRIC 
and other resources, including 
discussion and rap groups 
available at the Women’s 
Center and the Eureka Valley 
Recreation Center. 

LYRIC provides recre¬ 
ational, social, and suppoi t ac¬ 
tivities for lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual, and other sexual minority 
youth; it was recently selected 
by the city to start a multi¬ 
purpose center for gay youth, 
slated to open next May. 

LYRIC members and sup¬ 
porters including Supervisors 
Carole Migden, Terence Hal- 
linan, Kevin Shelley, Barbara 
Kaufman, and others will cel¬ 
ebrate the kick-off of the Talk¬ 
line with a presentation on the 
steps of City Hall on June 4 at

Committee Forming in SF To 
Address HIV Among Youth

The San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors is now assem¬ 
bling a 15-member panel that 
will examine issues facing 
youth with HIV. 

The HIV Youth Advisory 
Committee will include 
young people and adult 
health care providers, accord¬ 
ing to Jerry Windley of Su¬ 
pervisor Angela Alioto’s of¬ 
fice. The group should be up 


and running by the end of 
June, he said. 

Alioto proposed the legisla¬ 
tion that authorized the cre¬ 
ation of the committee just 
before the City’s Health De¬ 
partment announced its study 
showing HIV-infection run¬ 
ning at 12 percent among San 
Francisco gay men ages 17-23. 

“The committee will 
specifically address the needs 
of youth that have been his¬ 
torically overlooked in any 


kind of advisory capacity,” 
Windley said. “Youth needs 
are always at the bottom of 
the list. We want to make 
sure they get the attention 
they deserve.” 

The committee will in¬ 
clude at least seven young 
people, some living with HIV 
and AIDS. 

The group will study pre¬ 
vention programs and exist¬ 
ing services for HIV-positive 
youth, look at establishing a 



resource center, and examine 
public information that offers 


guidance to service providers 
treating youth with HIV. 

In a year, the committee 
will present its findings to the 
Board of Supervisors. Copies 
of its report will be sent to 
the Health Commission and 
to the Board of Education for 
review. 

“I can think of no more im¬ 
portant committee to create 
than a committee comprised 
of young people who make 
the vital decisions that will af¬ 
fect their lives and the lives of 
thousands of young people,” 
Alioto said in a press release. 
“It is imperative that we rec¬ 
ognize and respond to the 
needs of young people at risk 
for, and living with, HIV and 
AIDS.”V 


Asian Visibility Campaign 
Gets Visible

It is, in a sense, a voluntary 
and organized form of 
“outing,” and its projected 
results will benefit the various 
Asian/Pacific Islander (API) 
gay and bisexual communities 
in San Francisco and the rest 
of the country. It is called the 
“Visibility Campaign on Sex¬ 
ual Diversity and HIV Aware¬ 
ness,” a three-year community 
intervention program organ¬ 
ized by the Gay Asian Pacific 
Alliance Community HIV Pro¬ 
ject (GCHP) and funded in part 
by the Centers for Disease 
Control through the National 
Task Force on AIDS Preven¬ 
tion and the San Francisco 
Department of Public Health. 

The campaign seeks to im¬ 
pact the attitudes and norms of 
API gay and bisexual men 
which will reduce their risk to 
HIV infection and transmis¬ 
sion. Its strategy is to bring 
about a frank recognition of 
sexual diversity — homosex¬ 
uality, bisexuality, transsexual 
and transgender behavior — 
that exists in all ethnic groups 
within the API community. It 
is based on the knowledge that 
silence, shame, and condemna¬ 
tion force many people to live 
dual lives and inhibit their 
ability to seek out support and 
education that could reduce 
their risk for HIV, AIDS and 
other sexually transmitted 
diseases. 

As of April 30, 1993, there 
were 341 reported AIDS cases 
among APIs in San Francisco. 
While this number represents 
only a little more than two per¬ 
cent of the city’s total AIDS 
cases, API community leaders 
believe that because of errors 
in ethnic and racial classifica¬ 
tion of people with AIDS, 
many Asians and Pacific 
Islanders who have the disease 
are not reflected in official 
statistics. According to the 
Asian Pacific AIDS Coalition, 
“Others in the community are 
simply not counted because 



they have not made use of 
medical or social services.” 

While there are no statistics 
on the number of APIs cur¬ 
rently living with HIV infec¬ 
tion, several smaller studies in¬ 
dicate that the rates of infec¬ 
tion are on the rise. Part of the 
1993 HIV Seroprevalence 
Report for the San Francisco 
Bay Area is a study conducted 
among homosexual and bisex¬ 
ual men attending sexually 
transmitted disease (STD) 
clinics from 1989 to 1991. The 
study showed an HIV sero¬ 
prevalence rate for Asian/Pa¬ 
cific Islanders of 26.7 percent 
in 1989, 31.1 percent in 1990 
and 36.4 percent in 1991. 

According to John Silva and 
Steve Lew, executive director 
and education director, respec¬ 
tively, of GCHP, the Visibility 
Campaign seeks to overcome 
the barriers of denial that exist 
within the API communities 
regarding HIV disease, sex¬ 
uality and sexual diversity. 
“Those of us who have worked 
to overcome these barriers 
know how very difficult these 
issues are to discuss,” they say. 

The campaign has three 
components which will in¬ 
crease visibility of these issues 
in targeted communities: an 
HIV positive speakers bureau 
that brings the experience of 
APIs living with the HIV virus 
to churches, schools and the 
media; a media component 
which aims to increase 
coverage of sexual diversity 
issues and develop ways to tie 
this into HIV education; and a 
campaign “think tank” that 
will convene comunity leaders 
of diverse experiences over a 
period of five months to give 
guidance to the campaign, par¬ 
ticularly focusing on how to 
get these community leaders 
to “break the silence” and 
create this dialogue in several 
community venues. The think 
tank will include parents of 
gay children, professionals in 
mental health and behavioral 
studies, people living with

HIV, elected officials, health 
educators and peer educators 
who are gay men, lesbians, 
bisexuals, and transgender. 

In the API communities 
whose history, culture, and 
religion are deeply rooted in 
traditional views of sexuality, 
it will take a lot of courage for 
many to openly admit to their 
homosexuality, and for their 
families and community mem¬ 
bers to fully accept the realities 
of sexual diversity. Even a con¬ 
certed visibility campaign 
such as this, many API leaders 
admit, will have its share of 
frustrations. T

Schindler's Killer Sentenced to 
Life in Prison

Who killed Allen 
Schindler? 

A court answered that 
question last week when Ter¬ 
ry Helvey pleaded guilty to 
the murder and a jury sen¬ 
tenced him to life in prison. 
But horrific testimony that 
came out of the courtroom 
shows little justice is served 
by simply throwing Helvey in 
jail. 

Helvey, it has been proven, 
delivered the blows that 
killed Schindler. But Helvey’s 
avowed hatred for gays shows 
him to be an instrument of 
the homophobia fostered in 
American society, from a 
president who promises not 
to promote a “gay lifestyle,” 
to a grass-roots organization 
that pushes anti-gay state con¬ 
stitutional amendments, and 
including a military that will 
fight for months to keep in 
place its policy of discrimina¬ 
tion against gays. 

To the extent that Helvey 
bought into that homophobia, 
he is as much a victim as the 
man he slaughtered. Locking 
him up without addressing 
the institutionalized hatred 
that produced him will do 
nothing to save other gays 
from Schindler’s fate. 

And Schindler’s murder 
clearly is not an isolated inci¬ 
dent. U.S. Marine Christo¬ 
pher Gliddon is now being 
held as a suspect in the beat¬ 
ing death of a Japanese man 
reported to have made a sex¬ 
ual overture to Gliddon. 

Queer Nation last week 
called on the Senate Armed 
Services Committee to inves¬ 
tigate anti-gay harassment 
and implement sensitivity 
training. 

“The brutal murder of gay 
sailor Allen Schindler is just 
the tip of the iceberg,” said 
Steven Reichert of Queer Na¬ 
tion. “Proud gay and lesbian 
servicemembers are forced to 
live under the continual 
threat of harassment and vio¬ 
lence. Heterosexuals are dis¬ 
rupting order and morale.” 

Documents released by the 
Navy after Helvey was sen¬ 
tenced show shipmate 
Charles Vins participated in 
the beating by kicking 
Schindler four times, al¬ 
though none of those kicks 



are believed to have con¬ 
tributed to Schindler’s death. 
It was Helvey’s repeated 
stomping that killed 
Schindler. 

According to the Navy 
documents, Helvey stomped 
on Schindler’s face and head, 
even after Schindler lay un- 
concious and unresisting. 
Then Helvey kicked 
Schindler in the chest and ab¬ 
domen, inflicting fatal injuries 
to his heart, chest cavity and 
liver. 

Next, the documents say, 
Helvey stomped on 
Schindler’s groin with enough 
force to lacerate his penis and 
pull his bladder away from 
the lower abdominal cavity. 
Finally, Helvey stepped on 
Schindler’s throat, putting his 
full weight on it for several 
seconds. 

It could be argued that 
printing these details merely 
fans the sensational. But we 
need to be shocked by this 
gore. And we only have to 
read it. 

Officially, Helvey gave no 
reason for killing Schindler. 
But considering Helvey’s 
statements that he “hated fag¬ 
gots and was disgusted by ho¬ 
mosexuality,” it does not 
seem like a great leap of logic 
to suggest he killed Schindler 
because Schindler was openly 
and proudly gay.

But even for someone who 
says he hates gays, how does 
that hatred turn into the kind 
of brutality that drove Helvey 
to attack Schindler so savage¬ 
ly? Perhaps the seeds for that 
savagery were planted in 
Helvey’s childhood when, ac¬ 
cording to witnesses, Helvey 
was physically and emotional¬ 
ly abused by his stepfather. 
But if the ever-escalating re¬ 
ports of childhood abuse are 
to be believed, a huge seg¬ 
ment of the population has 
survived treatment that is as

bad or worse, without taking 
some other life immediately 
after assuming adulthood. 

Perhaps Helvey was egged 
on by Vins. The two men 
had been out that night drink¬ 
ing before they either fol¬ 
lowed Schindler into the 
bathroom where he was 
killed or—possibly — dragged 
him inside to kill him. Vins 
was luckier than either 
Helvey or Shindler: whereas 
the former got life and the lat¬ 
ter got death, Vins only got 
one month in the brig for ev¬ 
ery kick he delivered to the 
dying Schindler. He was of¬ 
fered that deal by the Navy, if 
he agreed to testify against 
Helvey. And then he wasn’t 
called as a witness during sen¬ 
tencing. 

Vins is now free to live the 
rest of his life outside the 
grasp of the law; the complete 
story of his involvement will 
never be known. But with all 
the recent talking about the 
proximity of shipboard berths 
— how heterosexuals cannot 
be expected to sleep a foot 
away from a lesbian or gay — 
there has been no discussion 
about the proximity of violent 
bigots and potential killers. 

Perhaps it is time for the 
military to open those discus¬ 
sions. ▼

Murder of Gay Man Stuns West Hollywood

Last call at the Gold Coast. 
Gari Casella and his lover 
Mauricio Bassa — better 
known as Pj Blake — went to 
the popular West Hollywood 
gay bar every Friday night 
since they met there almost 
seven months ago. 

But this May 23rd was dif¬ 
ferent. They were discussing 
their wedding plans. Since 
Casella’s 30th birthday was 
July 25, and Bassa would be 
34 on July 26, the lovers de¬ 
cided July 24 would allow 
them a weekend in Laguna to 
celebrate on the beach with 
their friends. They were 
laughing, holding hands, and 
talking about who to invite as 
they took their usual route 
home — down Santa Monica 
Boulevard, up Harper to Nor¬ 
ton, then over to Sweetzer 
where they lived. 

Casella noticed the tall, 
thin black man get out of a 
car on Harper, but he didn’t 
think anything of it. He cer¬ 
tainly didn’t think the man 
was following them. 

Suddenly, Casella remem¬ 
bers, “the handle of a gun hit 
me on the forehead.” He went 
down, passing out briefly. In 
the few seconds that fol¬ 
lowed, according to eyewit¬ 
ness Martin DeLuca, the man 
then shot Bassa in the back of 
the head as he was screaming 
“Please — Don’t shoot!” 

Casella came to with a gun 
in his face. “Give me your 
motherfucking wallet,” Casel¬ 
la remembers the man saying. 
Casella threw it at him. The 
man then asked for Bassa’s 
wallet but Casella explained 
his lover didn’t carry one. 
DeLuca remembers the man 
laughing as he crossed the 


street, jumped into the wait¬ 
ing car, and sped off. 

There was blood every¬ 
where. Casella started 
screaming for help, wrapping 
his shirt around his head in a 
vain attempt to keep the 
blood out of his eyes. Neigh¬ 
bors ran out. Casella took the 
keys out of Bassa’s pocket 
and asked someone to get 
their roommate Chris De¬ 
vane. 

“I didn’t even know Pj was 
shot,” Casella said in a later 
phone interview. “He lay 
crumpled on his side on the 
sidewalk. I thought he was 
just unconscious.” 

John Tripp told Casella to 
“put your fingers in his 
mouth so he won’t swallow 
his tongue.” Meanwhile De¬ 
vane arrived, flipped Bassa 
over, and begged him “Pj, 
stay with us.” Casella held 
and kissed him, whispering “I 
love you” as Bassa’s breathing 
got shallower. 

It took the West Holly¬ 
wood sheriffs department 
about 15 minutes to arrive, 
without lights or siren, re¬ 
sponding to a call about a lo¬ 
cal disturbance — though 
scores of neighbors claim 
they called 911 reporting gun 
shots. The police supervisor 
stood about 15 feet from the 
scene, and according to those 
present, did nothing to assist. 
He did not take a pulse, ad¬ 
minister CPR, or even loan 
Devane his flashlight when 
the roommate wanted to 
check Bassa’s eyes. 

It took the ambulance 25 
minutes to arrive — after 
which Bassa was finally given 
CPR—the last memory Casel¬ 
la has of Bassa. They were 
taken in separate ambulances 
to the Emergency Room at 


Texas Bashers Plead 
Guilty to Murder 
— and Get Probation

HOUSTON - Five Texas 
youths were sentenced June 1 
in a continuing series of trials 
following in the 1991 beating 
death of a gay Houston 
banker. 

Brian Spake, Raphael Gon¬ 
zales, Randle Gayland, Jeffery 
Valentine, and Derrick At- 
tard, all 19, entered pleas of 
guilty to murder with a dead¬ 
ly weapon in the death of 
Paul Broussard. 

State District Judge Brian 
Rains sentenced the five to 
ten years probation and three 
months in a prison boot camp 
for first-time felony offenders. 
Rains also decreed that they 
should each donate 500 hours 
of community service with 
homosexual groups. 

Police said Broussard was 
attacked by a group of young 
men as he and two friends 
walked along a street after 
leaving a nightclub on July 4, 
1991. 

Testimony in earlier trials 
showed the youths, who were 
dressed military-style and ad¬ 
mitted they were intent on 
“getting a queer,” used a 
knife, a board with nails 
through it, and steel-toed 


boots to beat and kick their 
victims. 

The other men recovered, 
but Broussard died the next 
day from knife wounds and 
severe beating injuries. His 
death created outrage in 
Houston’s gay community 
and started an intensive po¬ 
lice search for the killers. 

A total of ten suspects 
were charged in the case. 

According to testimony, the 
man who used the knife, Chris 
Bice, was sentenced last year to 
a 40-year prison term. 

Three others, who wieided 
the nail-studded board in the 
attack, were sentenced last 
January to 15 years in prison. 

Following sentencing, the 
other two victims testified 
that they were satisfied with 
the outcome. Broussard’s 
mother also testified that she 
approved of the sentence. 

One gay activist, Ray Hill, 
said, “The community service 
aspect... will put these young 
men in close connection with 
other young men their age 
within the gay community.” 

One additional youth 
charged in Broussard’s death 
is now jailed in another coun¬ 
ty on an unrelated charge. He 
is expected to make a court 
appearance in August. ▼ 



Cedar Sinai where Casella re¬ 
ceived 45 stitches for his 
crushed skull. The para¬ 
medics had asked him if he 
was HIV-positive — to which 
he replied “No.” 

Bassa, Casella believes, 
died on route at 2:44 a.m. But 
the doctors didn’t tell him un¬ 
til after he was stitched up. 
He and Devane stayed in the 
Emergency Room until 7:30 
a.m., sobbing. 

The aftermath 

Since the murder, the cor¬ 
ner of Norton and Sweetzer 
has become a shrine — a stark 
symbol of both hatred and 
love. Well-wishers have left 
flowers and notes to Pj. 
Someone made a heart out of 
cracked mirrors — which 


Casella immediately took 
home as a keepsake. He visits 
the corner about five times a 
day. 

“I want to hug everyone 
who has left something,” 
Casella said. “People have 
been so nice. I’m goingto have 
to buy a thousand thank you 
notes.” 

But it was anger, not love, 
that spewed forth from De¬ 
vane at a local Crime Watch 
meeting that turned into a 
discussion of the murder. De¬ 
vane challenged Captain 
Clarence Chapman’s official 
assessment that the murder 
started out as a robbery. The 
sheriffs have information 
about several other robberies 
in the area about the same 
time and believe they have in¬ 
formation on the suspects. 


But, as an on-going murder 
investigation, Chapman 
would give out few details 
and said so far they did not 
believe it to be a hate crime. 

“They shot him and then 
they asked for his wallet! 
They were holding hands!” 
Devane yelled, bolstered by 
several other shaken gays in 
the crowd of about 100 at the 
May 26 Crime Watch meet¬ 
ing. “And why did it take so 
long for you to get there? 
And why did the supervisor 
do nothing?” 

Devane, Casella, and an¬ 
other eyewitness have filed 
an inquiry with the Sheriffs 
Department, which is sup¬ 
posed to prompt an internal 
investigation. 

“AIDS is not the only dis¬ 
ease that’s plaguing the gay 
community,” Casella said. “It 
seemed like they did what 
they did for fun. I have no 
clue why they didn’t shoot 
me either. Sometimes I wish 
they had. I’m in more pain 
now then if I was dead with 
Pj. I can’t imagine life with¬ 
out him.” 

Since both Casella and 
Bassa’s family are not 
wealthy, a fund has been set 
up at the Bank of Los Ange¬ 
les to help defray costs of the 
funeral and Bassa’s outstand¬ 
ing expenses. And there will 
be a memorial for Bassa on 
July 24, their planned wed¬ 
ding day. For more informa¬ 
tion, please call Gari at (310) 
358-8668.

sacred cow that we have to 
keep at all cost, and that is 
the life-saving services the 
city provides, such as police 
and fire and health services 
for those people who are in 
jeopardy. We have to protect 
those at all costs; the rest can 
be put on the table. 

What's your take on the 
San Francisco lesbian and 
gay community? 


I believe it’s been signifi¬ 
cantly empowered by this 
confirmation process. We 
have won allies and we won 
significant respect by virtue 
of the way they attempted to 
portray us. I don’t mean me, I 
mean us. San Francisco was 
assaulted in a way people 
were shocked to see. That’s 
actually increased people’s 
ability to respond and relate 
to one another. I do think the 
lesbian and gay community 
comes out of this as a winner 
and leader. People were 
quickly able to identify with 
how we were being portrayed 
and how wrong it was. I 
know my departure to Wash¬ 
ington leaves some vacuum. 
On the other hand, we have 
capable people. Supervisor 
Migden will do the very best 
she can to be a credible voice 
for the lesbian and gay move¬ 
ment on the board. 

How do you perceive the 
controversy over gays in the 
military and the debate about 


the political strategy over the 
issue and the debate about 
who are the leaders of the 
lesbian and gay community? 

This extreme discrimina¬ 
tion has to be opposed by ev¬ 
ery gay person and all people 
who believe in civil liberties. 
Whether or not Barney 
Frank’s compromise should 
have been proposed this early 
or whether it’s too soon or 
too strong a compromise is a 
matter of disagreement. I’ve 
never been clear on the an¬ 
swer to the question of whose 
place it is to say. We have 
many, many leaders and a 
diverse community. 


The media anoints whoev¬ 
er they speak with as a leader 
and there’s no question that 
whoever has significant ac¬ 
cess to the media will be por¬ 
trayed as a leader. The media 
attempted to pit Barney 
against Gerry [Congressman 
Gerry Studds, also a gay Mas¬ 
sachusetts Democratic Con- 
gressperson, who opposed 
Frank’s proposed compro¬ 
mise] but they didn’t go for 
the bait. If we do go for the 
bait, then the gay and lesbian 
movement is the loser. We all 
have contributions to make. 
Just because I’ve chosen to 
use public life as a vehicle 
doesn’t mean that I think 
that’s more valuable than the 
work of street activists. 

Any final thoughts? 

I love San Francisco and I 
will miss her. It has been my 
home for the last 22 years and 
it’s a very special place that I 
will always love. ▼

Colin Powell's Former Bodyguard 
Comes Out for Memorial Day

When families and current 
armed forces personnel gath¬ 
ered last Saturday to pay trib¬ 
ute to the Unknown Lesbian- 
Gay-Bisexual Soldiers at the 
Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation (GLAAD) 
sponsored Requiem, the ca¬ 
reer of one previously un¬ 
known gay soldier died also. 

That soldier is Captain 
Michael McManus, a United 
States Reserve officer sta¬ 
tioned in San Francisco. Mc¬ 
Manus identified himself as a 
gay soldier when he spoke to 
the surprised audience that 
gathered at the War Memori¬ 
al Grounds to pay homage to 
the gay men and lesbian 
women who have given not 
only their lives in service of 
their country, but their identi¬ 
ties as well. 

In Captain McManus’s ca¬ 
reer, his identity as a gay man 
is significant today in light of 
the Senate hearings in Wash¬ 
ington on lifting the ban 
against homosexuals in the 
armed services. McManus 
formerly served as driver and 
bodyguard to General Colin 
Powell, who has been at the 
forefront of the battle to pro¬ 
hibit openly identified homo¬ 
sexuals from serving in the 
armed forces. When asked to 


gauge the effect of his coming 
out, McManus told the Bay 
Area Reporter, “It will be to 
resign my commission.” 

During the Memorial Day 
morning ceremony, Mitzi 
Henderson, National Presi¬ 
dent of Parents for Lesbians 
and Gays (PFLAG) seemingly 
spoke directly to Captain Mc¬ 
Manus’s situation, when she 
told those present for the cer¬ 
emony, “We remember today 
our gay sons and lesbian 
daughters, who in the service 
of their country died incogni¬ 
to. ... As gay men and lesbian 
women, their memory is des¬ 
ecrated by the official 
anonymity forced upon them. 
For them a further sacrifice 
was required — the sacrifice of 
their integrity, the sacrifice of 
their identity, the sacrifice of 
the full understanding and re¬ 
spect they were due from their 
country.” 

“They are still held 
hostage, no.t to our enemies, 
but to the fears and ignorance 
of our military and civilian 
leaders. Our gay and lesbian 
service personnel honorably 
and effectively protect our se¬ 
curity, but personally they 
have no security.” 

Mike Vallejo, Navy Petty 
Officer 3rd Class, who came 
out at a gay military event 
earlier this year, also ad¬ 


dressed the mourners. Vallejo 
is currently being investigated 
for “sexual misconduct” since 
he revealed his identity as a 
gay sailor at the Moffett Field 
rally sponsored by the Bay 
Area Military Freedom Pro¬ 
ject in January. 

Other speakers included 
Liz Hendrichson, Executive 
Director of the National Cen¬ 
ter for Lesbian Rights, and 
Pat Norman, former navy 
medical personnel and cur¬ 
rent Director of California 
AIDS Intervention Training 
Center. 

Pallbearers stood at atten¬ 
tion, surrounding the black 
casket covered with an Amer¬ 
ican flag, while individuals 
placed flowers, ribbons, and 
medals on the “tomb.” The 
Honor Guard from The 
Alexander Hamilton Post of 
the American Legion held 
flags while “Taps” was played 
by Heidi Beeler, of the San 
Francisco Lesbian/Gay Free¬ 
dom Band. 

After the procession filed 
out, veterans greeted Captain 
McManus, offering him their 
support in the struggles 
ahead. The irony did not go 
unnoticed that for this career 
military man, his last battle 
would be with his own for¬ 
mer comrades. ▼

New Flu Insights 
May Lead to Better 
Understanding of HIV

CAMBRIDGE, Massachusetts 
— Newly-discovered informa¬ 
tion about how the flu virus 
infects human cells may help 
researchers trying to fight 
other viruses, including HIV. 

Scientists at the Whitehead 
Institute for Biomedical Re¬ 
search in Cambridge, Mas¬ 
sachusetts, reported May 20 
the flu virus has a “spring- 
loaded” coil that propels a 
key protein from the virus 
molecule to a position where 
it can bind with human cell 
membranes. 

The researchers are also 
finding evidence of similar 
patterns in other viruses, in¬ 
cluding HIV. 

In the case of the flu virus, 
the key protein, hemagglu¬ 
tinin, carries a segment of ma¬ 
terial — called a “fusion pep¬ 
tide” — that fuses with the 
membrane of uninfected cells. 
But how it gets from inside 
the virus to the infected cells 
had not been discovered. 

“The piece of [hemagglu¬ 
tinin] that carries the fusion 


peptide is like a bent spring,” 
said Chavela Carr of the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Institute of Tech¬ 
nology, a co-author of the re¬ 
port published in the journal 
Cell. 

“Two forces seem to hold 
the spring in the bent posi¬ 
tion: the fusion peptide itself, 
which acts as a hook at one 
end of the spring, and another 
sub-unit of the [hemagglu¬ 
tinin] molecule that acts as a 
clamp,” Carr said. 

When the acidity level of 
the targeted cell membrane 
drops, the spring straightens 
out, enabling the flu virus to 
join it, the researchers said. 

Drugs that could prevent 
the acidity level from chang¬ 
ing might block infection, the 
research suggested. 

“Ultimately, this model 
could help in the design of 
new antiviral drugs,” said Dr. 
Peter S. Kim of .the White- 
head Institute, MIT, and the 
Howard Hughes Medical In¬ 
stitute. 

“We’re just beginning stud¬ 
ies to assess how general the 
process really is,” said Carr. ▼ 


Researchers: Steroids 
Alter Mood, Behavior

WASHINGTON - A first- 
of-its-kind study provides 
proof that anabolic steroids — 
the kind taken by athletes 
and muscle builders — alter 
mood and behavior, re¬ 
searchers said June 1. 

National Institute of Men¬ 
tal Health researchers tested 
how 20 healthy, non-athletic 
men reacted during a two- 
week period when taking ei¬ 
ther hormone capsules or a 
placebo. Scientists watched 
the subjects and measured be¬ 
havior during the trial. 

Patients on high doses of 
steroids experienced mood 
swings — either increased eu¬ 
phoria, energy, and sexual 
arousal or increased irritabil¬ 
ity, violent feeling, and hostil¬ 
ity. They also suffered from 
impaired thought processes. 

While the changes were 
measurable and statistically 
significant, the researchers la¬ 
beled them “subtle.” 

“The response to anabolic 
steroids across members of 
the subject group was highly 
variable, ranging from negli¬ 
gible to dramatic,” said Dr. 
Tung-Ping Su and colleagues 
at the NIMH Biological Psy¬ 


chiatry Branch, Bethesda, 
Maryland. 

The effects were seen re¬ 
gardless of a subject’s previ¬ 
ous medical, family, or envi¬ 
ronmental history, the re¬ 
searchers reported in this 
week’s edition of the Journal 
of the American Medical As¬ 
sociation. 

The study backs up anec¬ 
dotal reports that have accu¬ 
mulated for years, said Dr. 
Richard Goldberg, chairman 
of psychiatry at Georgetown 
University Medical Center in 
Washington, D.C. 

Goldberg said this “sounds 
like a real advance, because 
they’ve taken healthy, normal 
subjects, exposed them to 
medication and placebo and 
rated their behavior.” 

Dr. Owen Wolkowitz of 
the University of California, 
San Francisco, said the an¬ 
abolic steroids appear to 
change the level of key chem¬ 
icals in the brain that regulate 
mood and behavior. 

“We know from animal 
studies that steroids can alter 
brain neurotransmitter and 
neuropeptide levels, and 
those substances are behav- 
iorally active,” said Wolko¬ 
witz, a psychiatrist and one of 
the study’s co-authors. ▼

and is responsible for increas¬ 
ing reports of atrocities com¬ 
mitted against its homosex¬ 
uals. Does the military, as an 
organization, countenance and 
condone the discrimination 
and abuse of its minorities? 
Does the military, as an organ¬ 
ization, believe in and order in¬ 
vestigations which are clearly 
incidences of torture? 

Are discrimination, harrass- 
ment, domination, depriva¬ 
tion, abuse, and torture consis¬ 
tent with the principles and 
practices of the American 
military? If so, it is a 
dangerously fascist, brutish or¬ 
ganization, one that may unfor¬ 
tunately represent a rabid, 
back-water mentality: those 
who believe they have a right 
to tamper with the minds and 
bodies of others in order to 
preserve, protect, and prove 
their own righteousness, 
manhood, purity, perhaps even 
their godliness. 

What is it about the homo¬ 
sexual population that so ap¬ 
palls certain elements in the 
military? Is it a question of 
abhorrence for the supposed 
sexual practices of the homo¬ 
sexual? The range of possible 
sexual practices is vast; conser¬ 
vative and extreme sexual acts 
are committed by heterosexu¬ 
al and homosexual people 
alike. What one may consider 
perverse, another may not. In¬ 
deed, the only true perversion 
is the coercion or force of one 
adult by another, or any advan¬ 
tage taken of a minor. Sexuali¬ 
ty is a matter of mutual con¬ 
sent, and is above all a private 
matter. 


Those who rage against gays 
and lesbians for imagined sex¬ 
ual perversities, while commit¬ 
ting and sanctioning sexual 
abuses and engaging in physi¬ 
cal and mental atrocities 
towards others, are not sane, 
honorable human beings. If 
these same people proclaim 
themselves protectors of 
human rights and fighters for 
human justice, they fail in their 
principles and duties. Their ac¬ 
tions belie their words; they 
betray their code of service to 
their nation’s people, for they 
show themselves to be in¬ 
temperate, cruel and violent. 

It’s a known fact that the ma¬ 
jority of reported incidences of 
physical and sexual abuse 
against women and children 
are committed by heterosexu¬ 
al men. Who was involved in 
the “indecent assaults’’ at 
Tailhook? Primarily, hetero¬ 
sexual men. Who seem hell¬ 
bent on keeping gays and les¬ 
bians out of the military? 
Primarily, heterosexual men. 
What are the perpetrators or a 
wide spectrum of assaults and 
abuses against women and 
homosexuals in the military? 
Primarily, heterosexual men. 
Who should we, the American 
public, consider most capable 
of violence and abuse? 
Primarily heterosexual men. 

How can we trust those who 
have been intemperate or 
violent in the past to act ap¬ 
propriately and justly in the 
future? Violence dehumanizes 
the perpetrator as well as the 
victim. Consider the repercus¬ 
sions of inhumanity and 
violence throughout the world 
today — violence breeds more 
violence. Once the door to 
violence has been opened it is 


difficult to close. 

We are imperfect beings; our 
need for practical wisdom and 
simple compassion is great. 
Those who desire to serve 
others, to protect others, 
should first learn how to quell 
violence. And perhaps they 
should start with themselves. 
Except for the matter of a 
necessary defense of one’s 
home and country, violence 
has no place in human interac¬ 
tions. 

Our nation is riddled with 
fears — for those who seem or 
are different, whose lives differ 
from a narrowly defined norm. 
If we remain an intolerant, pro¬ 
vincial people, then violence 
will continue — verbal, men¬ 
tal, physical and sexual abuses 
against any designated people 
will continue to be tolerated. 
Innumerable injustices have 
been perpetrated against those 
whom some “majority” has 
ruled as deficient, despicable, 
unnatural. Human beings con¬ 
tinue to use force — any means 
at their disposal — to dominate 
others, enforce their will, 
achieve their desires, ostracize 
and destroy those they hate. 

We must become aware of 
the many forms of injustice 
and abuse which are 
countenanced in our society. 
We must confront, judge and 
punish those who commit 
crimes against others. And we 
must learn to acknowledge, ac¬ 
cept and celebrate diversity, or 
we deny the reality of human 
nature as it exists. We are 
capable of living better lives 
and becoming better people 
than our past has revealed; let 
us sincerely work for change. 
▼

T he May issue of Trenz, 
self-identified as “Amer¬ 
ica’s premiere maga¬ 
zine for young men and 
women,” features an article by 
Robert J. Kato on “Gay Rela¬ 
tionships.” A breakthrough 
piece for mainstream “youth 
magazines,” Kato’s article ex¬ 
amines positive aspects of gay 
relationships as he interviews 
a range of lesbian and gay 
youth. He also examines the 
difficulties of maintaining such 
relationships in a homophobic 
society. The author concludes 
that, despite the challenges, 
being lesbian or gay “can also 
be a fun-filled, love-filled, satis¬ 
fying adventure.” The same is¬ 
sue of Trenz includes a full-page 
advertisement showing 
two nude men embracing. The 
ad’s text reads: “Make love, 
not AIDS. Use condoms.” 

Magazine efforts such as 
this will not only educate het¬ 
erosexual youth, but will pro¬ 
vide accessible sources of affir¬ 
mation for lesbian, gay, and bi¬ 
sexual young people. Send 
high praise to Robert J. Kato, 
Editor-In-Chief, Trenz Maga¬ 
zine, 256 S. Robertson Blvd., 
Beverly Hills, CA 90211. 

Censorship in Clinton's NEA? 

Despite Bill Clinton’s cam¬ 
paign promises to free the Na¬ 
tional Endowment for the 
Arts (NEA) from the censori¬ 
ous policies of the Reagan- 
Bush years, his Justice Depart¬ 
ment recently engaged in legal 
maneuvers to uphold NEA 
funding restrictions for lesbian 
and gay films, photographs, 
plays, and other media arts. 
Attorney General Janet Reno 
has given tacit approval to an 
appeal, filed March 29, that 
would overturn a district court 
ruling that voided the ban on 
funding lesbian/gay and “sexu¬ 
ally explicit” projects. 

If the appeal is successful, 
the NEA’s homophobic “de¬ 
cency clause” will be reinstat¬ 
ed. David Cole, of the Center 
for Constitutional Rights, says 
“This is another situation in 
which President Clinton’s ad¬ 
ministration is not acting con¬ 
sistently with Bill Clinton.” 

This September, Congress 
will review a bill reauthoriz¬ 
ing the NEA. Bigoted House 
and Senate members will at¬ 
tempt to impose various con¬ 
tent restrictions on NEA grants 
as part of that bill. Urge your 
representatives to resist efforts 
to contaminate the appropria¬ 
tions process with homopho¬ 
bia. Remind the President that 
he campaigned on an anti-cen¬ 
sorship platform, and that his 
full attention and leadership 
are needed to ensure equity 
and diversity in NEA funding.

Federal Communications 
Commission 

Al Syke’s term as chair of 
the Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC) expires in 
June, allowing Bill Clinton to 
appoint the new head of this 
important regulatory agency. 


Among other things, the FCC 
oversees the licensing of radio 
and television stations that 
broadcast in the United States. 

The FCC has taken a num¬ 
ber of actions over the last 
decade to restrict “indecent” 
broadcasts — the code word 
for lesbian, gay, and bisexual 
programming — as it also dis¬ 
mantled the long-standing 
“Fairness Doctrine.” based on 
the idea that broadcasters best 
serve the public by presenting 
conflicting views on important 
issues. In theory at least, the 
policy promoted fairness in 
public access to the broadcast 
media and promoted real di¬ 
versity in programming. 

The new chair will have 
the opportunity to bring fair¬ 
ness back to the FCC, disman¬ 
tle bigoted regulations, and en¬ 
courage the growth of lesbian, 
gay, and bisexual program¬ 
ming across the nation. Share 
your expectations for the new 
FCC chair with Bill Clinton 
and your representatives in 
the U.S. Senate, who must 
confirm Clinton’s nominee. 
You might also write directly 
to Clinton’s probable choice to 
head the FCC, Antoinette 
Cook. If confirmed, Cook will 
be the first woman and the 
first African-American to chair 
the FCC. Contact Antoinette 
Cook, Senior Counsel, Senate 
Communications Subcommit¬ 
tee, The United States Senate, 
Washington, DC 20504. 

Jerry Springer 

“Gay Rodeo” was the sub¬ 
ject of the May 17 Jerry 
Springer show, an episode 
recorded in San Francisco. 
Representatives of gay rodeo 
events argued with homopho¬ 
bic men who claimed that 
gays could never be “real cow¬ 
boys.” Unfortunately, more 
than a few members of the au¬ 
dience agreed. One man in the 
audience refused to refer to a 
rodeo drag performer as either 
“he” or “she,” but insisted on 
directing his questions to “it.” 

While exposing such hatred 
is an important task that main¬ 
stream television must under¬ 
take, it is not necessary to 
bring out the bigots every 
time a lesbian, gay, or bisexual 
subject is discussed. Rather 
than examining gay rodeo 
from the simplistic “homosex¬ 
ual vs. homophobe” point of 
view, the producers might 
have taken many other ap¬ 
proaches. 

Much to his credit, howev¬ 
er, Springer does what few 
talk show hosts have the will 
or wisdom to do — he takes 
sides. Each episode of Jerry 
Springer ends with “Spring¬ 
er’s Final Thought.” For the 
May 17 show, the host con¬ 
cluded on a supportive note: 
“We can fairly dispense with 
the discriminatory idea that 
only straight men have physi¬ 
cal strength and courage. ... 
We are still so homophobic in 
our society that an admitted 
gay finds little or no welcome, 
particularly in those segments 
of our culture where being 
macho and manly seems to be 
everything.” 

Springer has defended the 
rights of lesbians and gay men 
in past shows, as well. Send 
comments to Burt Dubrow, 
Executive Producer, Jerry 
Springer, P.O. Box 4118, 
Chicago IL 60654-0118.

Homophobia 
Hurts Children, Too

P icture this: your four- 
year-old son comes 
home from school, sees 
you and your girlfriend 
holding hands, and says, 
“Mommy, that’s wrong!” 
That’s what happened to Do¬ 
minique, when her son 
Richard came home from his 
neighborhood preschool in 
Hayward one day last year. 

Or picture this: your second 
grader tells you he was teased 
at his afterschool program 
when he told some older kids 
that he knows lesbians? “In 
fact,” he proudly told them, 
“my two moms are lesbians.” 
That is what happened to 
Max, who lives in San Francis¬ 
co with his two moms, Leslie 
and Terry. 

Kellen, an 11-year-old who 
lives with her two moms, has 
heard her share of nasty name 
calling. She has also battled 
lots of students, teachers, and 
administrators about Father’s 
Day projects. 

Often kids of lesbians and 
gays are asked, “Where’s your 
daddy?” or “How come you 
don’t have a mommy?” One 
child’s enthusiastic response is, 
“I have two moms, I don’t 
need a dad.” 

The “gayby boom” in the 
Bay Area is still booming. As 
a result, the issues around ho¬ 
mophobia and hate violence 
become more complex. Not 
only are we targeted for ha¬ 
rassment and hate violence as 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, or trans- 
gendered people, but our chil¬ 
dren are targeted as well, in 
the classrooms and on the 
playgrounds. That is why we 
must continue to develop com¬ 
munity resources for parents 
and their children on how to 
deal with harassment and vio¬ 
lence from peers and homo- 
phobic adults. We must also 
continue to develop our own 
skills at handling this hostility 
so that we can effectively com¬ 
municate these skills to our 
children. 

The Speakers Bureau at 
Community United Against 
Violence (CUAV) helps to ad¬ 
dress the homophobia on the 
playgrounds and in schools. 
But presently CUAV volun¬ 
teers only speak to high 
school-age youth, and by the 
time children of lesbian and 
gay parents reach high school, 
the wounds — emotional and 
physical — are already inflict¬ 
ed. CUAV is actively working 
with the SF Unified School 
District to be able to address 
middle school youth, but we 
have encountered heavy re- 
sistence from homophobic in¬ 
dividuals who don’t want any 
kind of lesbian or gay presen¬ 
tations in the schools. It is vital 
that we reach middle school 
youth — not only to prevent 
youth from bashing us, but 
also to prevent them from 
bashing our children. 

Here at CUAV we are espe¬ 
cially sensitive to these issues 
as one of our staff is a parent, 
our Board of Directors has 
two parents, and our Speakers 
Bureau has seven moms and 


dads and two grandparents. 

Kim, who has a first grade 
girl in public school, says at 
six and seven, kids are open 
and accepting of their friends. 
Her daughter’s friends think 
“it’s neat” that Kim is a little 
different. For Kim, and some 
other parents, racism, and sex¬ 
ism are much bigger problems; 
in schools and other social sit¬ 
uations than is homophobia. 

What is it, then, that hap¬ 
pens to children in the years 
that follow, to create intoler¬ 
ance, hate, and bigotry — and 
bashers? Many things happen, 
but what’s most important for 
lesbian, trangendered, bisexu¬ 
al, and gay parents is that we 
continue to provide loving, 
caring, and sensitive support 
to our children. In much the 
same way that we have be¬ 
come strong by facing homo¬ 
phobia, we must help our chil¬ 
dren to become strong as well. 
We must also fight to get pro¬ 
grams such as the CUAV 
Speakers Bureau into the mid¬ 
dle schools so that we can play 
a part in helping children to 
grow up as loving and peace¬ 
ful adults — not hateful bash¬ 
ers. 

Valerie, whose daughter is 
in the sixth grade, says that 
some of her daughter’s friends 
know, and others don’t know, 
her mother is a lesbian. Chil¬ 
dren of lesbians and gays go 
through their own “coming 
out” process, deciding who to 
tell and when. Many of the lo¬ 
cal schools, both public and 
private, have lessons on les- 
bian/gay and bisexual issues. 
Some schools have a lesbian/ 
gay sensitive staff person who 
is available to counsel stu¬ 
dents. All of these resources 
help to support our children in 
their “coming out” process and 
in confronting the homopho¬ 
bia they are subject to being 
the children of lesbian or gay 
parents. 

So, what do you do when 
your child has a less than pos¬ 
itive interaction at school or 
on the playground? Richard’s 
mom, Dominique, talked to 
him about how much she 
loves him and asked him if he 
thought that was wrong. He of 
course said, “NO!” She then 
told him how she loves her 
partner and likes to hold her 
hand. “Is that wrong?” During 
their conversation Richard 
thought about all of the factors 
and later said, “Mommy, that’s 
okay, you two can hold hands 
again.” 

Dominique also called the 
school and filed a complaint 
against the teacher who told 
her son it is wrong for two 
women or two men to be to¬ 
gether. The school followed 
through with the complaint. 
Max’s mom, Leslie, feels that 
kids get teased about anything 
and everything, and as par¬ 
ents, “we can’t make it go 
away, we can only love our 
children and teach them the 
best we can.” It is impossible 
to intervene every time, but it 
is possible to help our children 
find sources of strength and 
confidence, as we have found 
strength and confidence in our 
own coming out processes. ▼

SANTA FE — Researchers 
say they are working around 
the clock to find the cause of 
a respiratory ailment that has 
left 11 dead in Arizona and 
New Mexico, most of them 
Navajo Indians. 

The illness, called uniden¬ 
tified adult respiratory dis¬ 
tress syndrome, has stricken 
at least 18 people, primarily 
within the 24,000-square-mile 
Navajo reservation. In addi¬ 
tion to the confirmed cases 
since May 14, New Mexico 
health officials have found 
nine other people who may 
be infected. 

Some 50 scientists in New 
Mexico and Arizona and at 
the federal Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control in Atlanta were 
trying to pinpoint a virus, bac¬ 
terium, or other source. 

Anna Levy, epidemiologist 
with the New Mexico Depart¬ 
ment of Health, said re¬ 
searchers had ruled out sever¬ 
al viruses, from Legionnaires’ 
disease and HIV to the 
bubonic plague. 

“We have people working 
basically around the clock try¬ 
ing to determine what’s going 
on,” Levy said. 

Officials say early symp¬ 
toms are similar to those 
caused by flu: fever and mus¬ 


cle aches, sometimes with 
cough, redness of the eyes or 
headaches. As the disease 
worsens, fluid collects in the 
lungs, often causing suffoca¬ 
tion in a span ranging from 
just hours up to four days. 

One Navajo girl died Sat¬ 
urday in Gallup, New Mexico, 
after she collapsed while 
dancing. 

News reports have 
prompted residents and those 
planning to visit the region to 
jam switchboards at state 


health offices and nospitais, 
hoping to learn more about 
the illness and how to avoid 
it. 

Dr. Tim Fleming, execu¬ 
tive director of the Gallup In¬ 
dian Medical Center, said he 
advises people to continue 
their daily routines and plans 
“but just practice good hy¬ 
giene.” 

He noted the current case 
definition is “changing daily” 
as officials learn of new cases 
or link past unexplained 
deaths to the disease. ▼

In a B.A.R. interview, 
AIDS Office Associate Direc¬ 
tor James Loyce was asked 
about the meeting with 
SFAF, including its date and 
what was discussed. He re¬ 
fused to answer. Instead, he 
said that a public notice has 
been circulated among the 
city’s housing providers for 
meetings regarding Shanti’s 
contracts. The AIDS Office, 
he said, will not attend the 
meetings. 

“At this point a number of 
people are engaged in discus¬ 
sions,” Loyce said. “Individual 
organizations are meeting to¬ 
gether to discuss the best way 
of serving these clients. Pro¬ 
posals will be submitted to 
the AIDS Office by one group 
or groups working together. 
Then we’ll make a recom¬ 
mendation to the Planning 
Council. Our goal is to get the 
most efficient use of the dol¬ 
lar.” 

The public notice about 


the contracts was sent out af¬ 
ter the HIV Planning Council 
approved disbanding Shanti 
Project’s housing program on 
May 24. Therefore, if SFAF 
makes a bid for Shanti’s con¬ 
tracts, either jointly or alone, 
it will have had at least a one 
week head start over other 
agencies because of the dis¬ 
cussions between Katz and 
Christen. 

Visiting Nurses Hospice 
Director Jeanne Martin, in a 
B.A.R. interview, said that 
her agency had not met with 
the AIDS Office. However, 
Martin said she was aware 
that since early May, the 
AIDS Office had been review¬ 
ing the capacity of Visiting 
Nurses Hospice to accept new 
housing clients. 

“Open meeting” laws re¬ 
quire that government con¬ 
tracts must be awarded at 
meetings open to the public. 
Whether the meeting be¬ 
tween the AIDS Office and 
SFAF broke this law is a 
matter of speculation, because 
neither party has mentioned 
specifically what was dis¬ 
cussed. 


Determining when and 
where meetings have oc¬ 
curred lately is what has 
A.I.D.S. Director Doughty up¬ 
set with the health depart¬ 
ment. Next week, her agency 
is scheduled to lose a $13,000 
contract with which it admin¬ 
isters the incomes of indigent 
PWAs. 

Doughty said that her or¬ 
ganization was attempting to 
lobby the HIV Planning 
Council to let A.I.D.S. keep 
the contract, reversing an 
April decision. When her or¬ 
ganization began showing 
signs of success, Doughty 
claims Loyce intentionally 
misled the council by saying 
the Health Commission had 
already made the final deci¬ 
sion, thereby prohibiting the 
council from changing its 
mind. 

“When I asked, Jim Loyce 
said the Health Commission 
had done this and that their 
hands were tied, but this is 
not true,” Doughty said. 

Minutes of Health Com¬ 
mission meetings contain no 
record that a decision to de¬ 
fund A.I.D.S. ever happened. 


Health Commission Chair¬ 
man Arthur Jackson, in a 
B.A.R. interview, said that he 
had not heard of the contract 
in question. 

“It wasn’t done by us,” 
Jackson said. “I don’t know 
anything about it.” 

The A.I.D.S. contract and 
the clients served by it are 
moving to the Catalano Pro¬ 
ject. Doughty said that she ob¬ 
jected to Catalano receiving 
the contract for several rea¬ 
sons. 

“A lot of our clients came 
from there, but they didn’t 
work out or were 86ed,” she 
said. “Twice this year our 
clients have smashed out the 
glass from our front door. 
One of the reasons we work 
with these people is because 
nobody else wants to. Catalano 
works mostly with gay white 
males and they don’t have an 
office in the Tenderloin. We 
feel badly for our clients.” 

Catalano Program Director 
David Jonson said to the 
B.A.R. that the AIDS Office 
asked it to make a bid for the 
A.I.D.S. contract, and was not 
aware if it would receive 
clients it had previously eject- 
ed. 

In a B.A.R. interview, 
Bobbie Thompson, a social 
worker for A.I.D.S., said the 
contract’s transfer would be a 
disaster for both Catalano and 
the indigents currently served 
by A.I.D.S. This is because 
Catalano is set up only to take 
care of a client’s personal 
needs. 

“We find them clean 
clothes, write letters of rec¬ 
ommendation to get into ho¬ 
tels, find matching funds for 
their hotel rooms, and make 
out to-do lists for them be¬ 
cause their attention span 
isn’t that long,” Thompson 
said. “Our clients are throw¬ 
aways nobody wants to help 
and I’m afraid a great number 
are going to fall through the 
cracks now.” 

While Doughty is angry at 
the health department, she 
also admits that A.I.D.S. 
caused much of its own grief. 
In January, the former direc¬ 
tor, Doug Benbow, used 
$5,000 in client’s social securi¬ 
ty checks to cover payroll ex¬ 
pense. The problem was dis¬ 
covered within two days be¬ 
cause the clients had no mon¬ 
ey. Benbow was fired and the 
AIDS Office took complete fi¬ 
nancial control over the agen¬ 
cy. 

A.I.D.S. was founded in 
1990 to serve indigents in the 
Tenderloin. The agency pro¬ 
vides a housing referral ser¬ 
vice, counseling groups, and 
meal programs. Its budget 
was $470,000 in 1992. Of this, 
more than $400,000, or 85 per¬ 
cent, came from government 
grants. An audit report 
showed that it served 983 dif¬ 
ferent clients last year, most of 
whom are homeless substance 


abusers, ethnic minorities, and 
transsexuals. 

The AIDS Office requires, 
but does not strictly enforce, 
organizations to fundraise at 
least 30 percent of their total 
budgets. A.I.D.S. has always 
been short of this goal, and the 
current financial scandal has 
hurt the fundraising even 
more, Doughty said. Levi- 
Strauss stopped supporting 
this year, and there are fewer 
individual contributors. 

“I can’t calculate how much 
we’ve lost because of this,” she 
said. “It can be really tough for 
a small agency like us to 
fundraise 30 percent anyway, 
because the large agencies 
dominate fundraising in the 
city. Large agencies have the 
name recognition and money 
to make more money. Besides, 
we’ve been so busy putting 
out so many fires caused by 
the previous director that we 
haven’t had time to fundraise.” 

A.I.D.S. currently only has 
three volunteers because the 
others left after Benbow was 
fired. The number of volun¬ 
teers who had previously been 
with the organization is a mys¬ 
tery, Doughty said, because 
they destroyed all non-confi- 
dential records before they 
quit. 

Due to the agency’s finan¬ 
cial woes and the possibility of 
losing more government con¬ 
tracts, Doughty has prepared 
draconian budget cuts to pre¬ 
sent A.I.D.S. board of direc¬ 
tors later this month. 

The cuts Doughty has pro¬ 
posed include slicing her own 
salary in half, from $42,000 to 
$21,000 annually. Two of the 
13 full-time employees at 
A.I.D.S would be fired, a full¬ 
time nurse and social worker 
would be reduced to part time, 
and the other nine salaries 
would be frozen until June, 
1994. 

“What happened was 
wrong and we admit it,” 
Doughty said. “But we caught 
it and took care of it and no¬ 
body was hurt. What they’re 
doing is hurting our clients. 
Small agencies aren’t started 
because people think it would 
be fun to run a non-profit 
agency, they get started be¬ 
cause a need isn’t being met.” 

Doughty said she is still at¬ 
tempting to figure out who 
gave the green light to transfer 
the contract to Catalano, so 
she can fight the decision. She 
makes no secret that she finds 
working with the AIDS Office 
frustrating. 

“What often matters to 
them is if a ‘t’ has been 
crossed or an ‘i’ dotted, and it’s 
very arbitrary or strange,” she 
said. “All of this movement to 
other agencies is happening 
for no good reason. What we 
are trying to do is take care of 
people in the Tenderloin. The 
AIDS Office staff has no expe¬ 
rience with running a non¬ 
profit and they create an ad¬ 
versarial role with agencies in¬ 
stead of being supportive.” ▼

Is It Art or Life? 

Both, Says The Life Center

Some might say that art 
imitates life, but in the case of 
The Life Center, it is hoped 
art will enhance life — and the 
spirits of PWAs and over¬ 
worked AIDS service provid¬ 
ers, as well. 

On Sunday, May 30, The 
Life Center (which will be lo¬ 
cated at 2299 Market) an¬ 
nounced that the final design 
for its public art commission 
has been completed. It is al¬ 
ready impressive now, while 
it is still in the model and ren¬ 
dering stage, and it should be 
spectacular when it opens. 
When it opens in the summer 
of 1995, both those living with 
AIDS and those who care for 
them will walk through re¬ 


fractions of colored light 
streaming through 325 square 
feet of stained glass, after en¬ 
tering through hand-carved 
oak doors donated by Grace 
Cathedral. 

The project was made pos¬ 
sible by efforts donated by 16 
international artists, all collab¬ 
orating under the direction of 
world-renowned architectural 
glass artist Johannes Schreiter 
of Langen, Germany. Schreit¬ 
er joined both local and inter¬ 
national artists in a week-long 
design workshop “to create a 
palette of glass with uniformi¬ 
ty, yet [with] the distinction 
and diversity of each individ¬ 
ual artist,” according to 
Jonathan Pearlman, project 
director of The Life Center. 


“The work will celebrate 
all whose lives have been 
changed by the AIDS epi¬ 
demic,” he added. 

“Windows for Life,” con¬ 
ceived and coordinated by art 
consultant Barbara Wich- 
mann of Bellas Artes Interna¬ 
tional, was a project looking 
for a home, and the former 
Trinity Methodist Church site 
at the intersection of Market, 
Noe, and 16th streets met all 
the requirements. Then, what 
started out as an idea for a 
workshop learning experi¬ 
ence in 1990 turned into 
something much bigger, ac¬ 
cording to Wichmann. 

“We came to the conclu¬ 
sion that we really wanted to 
do something that had a 


greater meaning to the com¬ 
munity,” Wichmann told the 
audience of artists and volun¬ 
teers at a May 30 reception 
held at the C&R Loo glass 
showroom in the East Bay 
town of Richmond, where the 
designs and other work of the 
contributing artists from the 
United States, Germany, 
Japan, and Canada were on 
display. 

“We spent the next year 
and a half looking for a site 
that would be appropriate,” 
Weichmann said, “and finally 
came to the Life Center, espe¬ 
cially because it seemed to 
represent all the different as¬ 
pects we were looking for: 
collaboration, pooling re¬ 
sources, and helping each oth¬ 
er out when you are in a cri¬ 
sis.” 

Pearlman added, “When 
they found us, they discov¬ 
ered such synergy between 
our creating collaboration be¬ 
tween the AIDS agencies, 
which is its own challenge, 
and their challenge [of collab¬ 
oration] between artists. It re¬ 
quired some shifts in our ar¬ 
chitectural intentions, but that 
was easily accomplished.” 

The stained glass win¬ 


dows, made from glass donat¬ 
ed by C&R Loo, will face Up¬ 
per Market and will be visible 
from Twin Peaks. Award¬ 
winning Bay Area designer 
Gordon Huether will fabri¬ 
cate the windows this winter 
at his Architectural Glass De¬ 
sign Studio in Napa. 

The Life Center will house 
AIDS organizations, ranging 
from the Names Project Visi¬ 
tor’s Center, where portions 
of the Names Project Memo¬ 
rial Quilt will be displayed, to 
direct service providers like 
AIDS Benefit Counselors and 
the AIDS Emergency Fund. 
It is the intention of The Life 
Center to create easier access 
to AIDS-related services by 
housing many of the over 160 
unique AIDS/HIV social ser¬ 
vice agencies under one roof, 
saving time, energy, and mon¬ 
ey for sick people and over¬ 
worked agencies. 

The site is now a tempo¬ 
rary working garden called 
the Life Community Garden, 
which is producing organic 
vegetables, herbs, and flowers 
donated to Project Open 
Hand and Coming Home 
Hospice to feed PWAs who 
need assistance. T

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Queer Watch 


Rocky Road for 
Rainbow Readers

A lthough the colorful 
committee proceed¬ 
ings on gays in the 
military have dominat¬ 
ed the news, less conspicuous 
but no less contentious local 
struggles are quietly being 
fought out across the country. 
While the Helvey trial and 
the Achtenberg hearings 
served as interesting counter¬ 
points to the main Gay Story 

Commentary 

of the Day, the mounting con¬ 
flict between gay-positive lib¬ 
erals and homophobic funda¬ 
mentalists on hundreds of 
school boards is mostly re¬ 
ported in one paragraph 
sound-bites and throwaway 
lines. 

In New York City, open 
lesbians and gays were re¬ 
cently elected to the school 
board for the first time. In 
Winona, Minnesota, attempts 
to ban a gay-positive poster 
from the schools failed. And 
in Bremerton, Washington, 
the student body overturned 
their ruling council’s decision 
to ban gays. These stories get 
some scant attention at the 
end of the news hour or in 
the collected wire service 
clips of the dailies: “In Wash¬ 
ington today, a school voted 
to ban gays from student gov¬ 
ernment” is offered up as 


kind of a budget survey of 
public opinion. But, oh! What 
complex stories these simple 
lines conceal! 

New York City’s is, per¬ 
haps appropriately, most con¬ 
voluted. It began over two 
years ago when Mayor Dink¬ 
ins, a black liberal with a con¬ 
sistently pro-gay stance, ap¬ 
pointed an equally liberal 
chancellor to the city school 
system. When the chancellor 
approved a gay-positive, pro¬ 
diversity “Rainbow” curricu¬ 
lum, several dissenting local 
boards in conservative dis¬ 
tricts refused to implement it. 

A period of complex nego¬ 
tiations followed over the 
course of the year. Most hold¬ 
out boards eventually com¬ 
promised and allowed a wa¬ 
tered-down version to be in¬ 
troduced to the higher grades 
only. But one hardcore board 
in Queens absolutely refused 
to talk. The chancellor then 
disbanded the dissident 
board, a move technically 
within his authority but ap¬ 
parently way beyond the 
reach of his real power. In the 
ensuing uproar he was hound¬ 
ed out of office and the Rain¬ 
bow Curriculum hovered in 
limbo. City-wide school board 
elections last month, it was 
assumed, would resolve the 
conflict one way or the other 
for good. 



Unholy Alliance 

It was with this concern in 
mind that fundamentalist 
Christians, who usually prefer 
nearly underground “stealth” 
campaigns where they con¬ 
ceal the ideological leanings 
of their candidates, proposed 
a jointly-run high-profile anti¬ 
gay PR blitz to the Archdio¬ 
cese of New York. And de¬ 
spite traditional Catholic 
reservations about hob-nob¬ 
bing with such low-class com¬ 
petitors, the hook of homo¬ 
phobia — always a potent lure 
in that hierarchy — caught 
their fancy and the “Unholy 
Alliance” was born. From 
pulpits low and high (by ec- 
clesiasts not yet indicted for 
child molestation) the faithful 
were called upon to vote 
against degeneracy in the 
public schools. 

Not caught napping, the 
liberals counter-organized.

“Rainbow Coalition” slates 
were assembled and promot¬ 
ed in many districts. And 
when elections were finally 
held last month, for nearly 
300 commissioners in 32 dis¬ 
tricts, New York City elected 
no less than three openly gay 
board members. In addition, 
“Rainbow” slates had won 
majorities in a number of dis¬ 
tricts in Manhattan and 
Brooklyn. 

But back in Queens that 
dissident board who’d kicked 
off the whole controversy 
overwhelmingly won reelec¬ 
tion, and in most conservative 
districts the Unholy Alliance 
triumphed. In the Bronx low 
turnouts allowed a number of 
ousted convicted embezzlers 
to reclaim their old seats. De¬ 
spite strident claims of his¬ 
toric victories from both 
camps the net effect, the 
pundits concluded, was a 
draw and an increase in po¬ 
larization between the two 
points of view. 

It’s hard to say what the fi¬ 
nal effect will be upon what 
is taught in New York City’s 
schools. The disputed texts 
contained some mild observa¬ 
tions on the existence of gay 
families, along the lines of the 
popular kids book Heather 
Has Two Mommies. They 
delicately promoted tolerance 
while avoiding both the issues 
of sex and the sexual orienta¬ 
tion of the students them¬ 
selves. The conservatives de¬ 
nounce any non-pejorative ac¬ 
knowledgement of the exis¬ 
tence of gays and lesbians as 
promoting perversion and un¬ 
dermining the Traditional 
Family. 

Gays and Lesbians have 
multiple concerns about what 
goes on in school. There’s di¬ 
rect homophobic violence 
against students who are gay, 
or who others think are gay, 
or who have gay parents or 
gay friends. There’s the fu¬ 
ture behavior of today’s stu¬ 
dents to think about. Night¬ 
mare stories like that of the 
macho-jock, rapist “Spur 
Posse” in a Los Angeles high 
school (currently local heroes 
despite being charged with 
raping girls as young as ten), 
and the fact that most queer- 
bashers are teenagers, make 
one wonder what kids are 
learning in school these days. 

There’s also the cost of in¬ 
direct homophobia. Studies 
estimate that over one-third 
of teenage suicides can be at¬ 
tributed to anxiety over being 
“outed” as homosexual — a 
fate worse than death to most 
American Youth, misin¬ 
formed as they are. So de¬ 
spite the traditional exclusion 
of gay concerns from grade 
and high-school curriculums 
(and a strong mainstream con¬ 
sensus that gays are, a priori, 
unfit teachers as well as unfit 
parents) the struggle for ac¬ 


cess to school boards has be¬ 
come a major — if largely un¬ 
recognized — priority. 

Major Cock pits? 

It was therefore encourag¬ 
ing, last year, when Angie Fa 
won election to the San Fran¬ 
cisco school board with the 
most votes of anyone in the 
field. Amos Brown, the black 
and homophobic minister, 
was edged out of winning a 
seat in the same race. Fa’s 
victory was a comforting con¬ 
solation prize, given Cleve 
Jones’s failure to reclaim the 
“Harvey Milk” seat vacated 
by Supervisor Harry Britt. 
Despite the recent dwindling 
gay presence on the City’s 
Board of Supes, what with 
Britt’s retirement and Achten¬ 
berg being “kicked upstairs” 
to the Clinton administration, 
Fa’s particularly strong show¬ 
ing reaffirmed the staying 
power of the liberal voting 
block in San Francisco. 

But San Francisco is obvi¬ 
ously in a class by itself, hav¬ 
ing more in common with 
Euro-socialist environments 
than with Traditional Ameri¬ 
can Politics. Even regionally, 
Fa’s victory was counter-bal¬ 
anced by the election of nu¬ 
merous fundamentalist 
“stealth” candidates to San 
Diego’s school board. 

Meanwhile, up the coast in 
Washington state, the kids 
themselves entered the fray 
when a student council in a 
Bremerton high school voted 
to ban gays and lesbians from 
service in student govern¬ 
ment. The issue quickly drew 
national attention as a sort of 
referendum on the legitimacy 
of gays in society, although 
secondary school student gov¬ 
ernment — usually a hot-bed 
of ass-kissing brown-noses 
(and, ironically, of closet cas¬ 
es) — is rarely considered one 
of the major political cock¬ 
pits. 

School authorities an¬ 
nounced that they would re¬ 
quire the decision to be voted 
on by the entire student body, 
and that they would over-turn 
it if approved. While this was 
technically sound, no gays rel¬ 
ished the prospect of having 
our rights tenuously enforced 
on unwilling students by 
heavy-handed principals. 

As it happened the stu- 
dents-at-large rejected the 
measure by a comfortable 
margin. This may seem a mi¬ 
nor victory, but imagine what 
would have happened to the 
few openly gay (or suspected- 
to-be-gay) students if the ban 
had been supported. It would 
have been read — as maintain¬ 
ing the ban on gays in the 
military will be read — as a 
declaration of “open season” 
on perverts. 

That result would get 
scant attention. A few beat-

Is It Catholic Bashing To Say 
These Catholics Are Assholes? 

Group Tries To Chill Free Speech by Saying Its Critics Chill Free Speech

BOSTON - A Catholic 
group called on Governor 
William Weld May 31 to fire 
the chairman of the Gover¬ 
nor’s Commission on Gay and 
Lesbian Youth for his role in 
two 1990 protests. 

But David LaFontaine said 
the letter by the Catholic 
League for Religious and Civ¬ 
il Rights is merely a “trans¬ 
parent reaction” to a contro¬ 
versial vote by the state’s 
Board of Education last 
month, which recommended 
gay and lesbian programs for 
public schools. 

In a letter to Weld, the 
Catholic League, an indepen¬ 
dent, non-profit Catholic lay 
organization, said it was unac¬ 
ceptable for “someone who 
willfully associates himself 
with the extremist activities 
of a violent hate group” to 
hold a gubernatorial appoint¬ 
ment. 

LaFontaine admitted on a 
radio program last week that 


he was present during a June 
1990 protest at the Holy Cross 
Cathedral in Boston, where 
demonstrators threw con¬ 
doms at newly-ordained 
priests. 

The league claims La¬ 
Fontaine participated in the 
protest with members of 
ACT UP, which it called an 
“anti-Catholic hate group.” La¬ 
Fontaine said, however, he 
was there as a member of the 
Coalition for Gay and Lesbian 
Civil Rights and did not par¬ 
ticipate in the condom-toss¬ 
ing. 

“The right to protest is a 
right in our free society. I 
don’t think it’s fair to say that 
criticism of Cardinal 
[Bernard] Law for his policies 
amounts to anti-Catholicism,” 
LaFontaine said. 

In the letter, the group also 
cited LaFontaine’s July 1990 
arrest for attempting to dis¬ 
rupt a preis conference at the 
Statehouse by critics of the 
Robert Mapplethorpe art ex¬ 
hibit. 


“David LaFontaine has 
demonstrated a chilling and 
unlawful disregard for the 
constitutionally protected 
rights of others to free speech 
and free assembly,” League 
President Daniel Flatley 
wrote in his letter to Weld. 

“It is grotesquely hypocrit¬ 
ical that someone who took 
part in an anti-Catholic 
demonstration marked by a 
vicious outpouring of hatred, 
bigotry, and obscenity, should 
be charged by the common¬ 
wealth with the task of pro¬ 
moting tolerance, respect for 
diversity, and the public safe¬ 
ty of the alleged victims of ha¬ 
rassment,” Flatley added. 

A spokeswoman for the 
governor said Weld had not 
yet seen the letter and would 
have no comment until he 
does. LaFontaine said, howev¬ 
er, he does not think the let¬ 
ter will affect his job. 

Weld created the commis¬ 
sion last year to study rising 
suicide and alcoholism rates 
among gay students. ▼ 


Lawsuit: Catholics Violated Guidelines, 
To Protect a Priest Who Violated Boys

DALLAS — An attorney 
for the Roman Catholic Dio¬ 
cese of Dallas says a probe of 
a priest accused of sexually 
assaulting young boys was al¬ 
ready underway, even before 
a lawsuit was filed alleging 
the assaults. 

According to the suit, 
church officials neglected to 
inform law enforcement offi¬ 
cials that the Reverend 
Rudolph Kos, formerly a 
priest at three Dallas-area 
parishes, had been sent away 
for counseling because he had 
sexually abused a boy. If that 
allegation is true, it goes 
against guidelines adopted by 
the National Conference on 
Catholic Bishops. 

Dallas lawyer Randal 
Mathis, who is representing 
the diocese, said the case was 
handled properly but said he 
did not know whether author¬ 
ities were ever called. 

“It was not the lawsuit that 
prompted the investigation,” 
Mathis said, noting that the 
probe was begun several 
months ago. 

The lawsuit, seeking un¬ 
specified damages, accuses 
Kos of giving the boys pre¬ 
scription drugs and alcohol 
before the sexual encounters. 

The state district court suit 
also alleges that parishoners 
at Saint John’s Catholic 
Church in nearby Ennis were

Of (Laboratory) Mice and (Queer) Men 


by Bruce Mirken 

S imon LeVay was just 
another relatively un¬ 
known researcher until 
1991, when his paper 
on structural differences be¬ 
tween the brains of gay men 
and those of their nongay 
counterparts attracted world¬ 
wide attention. His new book, 
The Sexual Brain (reviewed 
in this issue of the B.A.R.), 
attempts to synthesize what 
we know about biological in¬ 
fluences on human sexual be¬ 
havior. LeVay makes a strong 
case for the idea that a signif¬ 
icant chunk of our sexuality 
has its roots in biological 
mechanisms largely beyond 
our control. 

The 49-year-old LeVay, 
smallish, intense and looking 
very much like someone Cen¬ 
tral Casting would send over 
if you needed a college pro¬ 
fessor, spoke with me over 
tea at 6 Gallery, a gay coffee¬ 
house near his West Holly¬ 
wood home.

Bruce Mirken: How does 
someone who starts off 
studying how the brain in¬ 
terprets vision, end up re¬ 
searching sexuality? 

Simon LeVay: It’s not such 
a big leap, because it’s still 
looking at issues of nature 
versus nurture in the develop¬ 
ment of brain circuits — 
whether they self-assemble 
according to some genetic 
program, or whether it’s a 
matter of what you experi¬ 
ence when you’re young. It’s 



been a philosophical debate 
for centuries. The work we 
did on the visual system sug¬ 


gested that a lot of it develops 
prenatally. 

Personally, when my lover 


got sick — he had AIDS — I 
had to take a lot of time off 
from my scientific work to 


look after him. When I came 
back to my research it had 
lost a lot of its interest and 
meaning for me, and I just 
felt like there were other 
things that were more impor¬ 
tant to me, like my identity as 
a gay man. 

You seem to be saying that 
we’ve made a terrible mis¬ 
take by looking at psycholo¬ 
gy on one hand and the bio¬ 
logical study of the brain on 
the other as separate things. 

We’ve made a big mistake 
in putting so much emphasis 
on environmental factors. 
When I was a teenager 
Freudian theory was almost 
universally accepted. Based 
on what we know now I 
think it very unlikely that 
parental treatment of chil-

dren, which is basically what 
Freud was talking about, 
could account for anything

Eau de toilet. KQED has 
scheduled a highly ambitious 
collection of lesbian and gay 
programming for June, but 
when they blow it — they 
blow it Big Time. Tom By¬ 
waters, local gay produc¬ 
er/writer/director, has pro¬ 
duced a documentary for 
PBS’ Great Performances se¬ 
ries entitled, In the Wings: 
“Angels in America’’ on 
Broadway. Bywaters, a three¬ 
time Peabody Award-winner 
called to let us know he’s 
more than a little pissed that 
KQED dumped his show into 
an 11 p.m. time slot on Satur¬ 
day, June 19 (the program¬ 
ming toilet). In most major 
markets, Bywater’s documen¬ 
tary will air at 10 p.m., Friday 
night, June 11. KQED’s pro¬ 
gram manager, Ron Santo- 
ra explained to us that the 
show was given their only 
available slot. He added, “It’s 
a behind the scenes look at 
the play and I haven’t seen it

yet. I don’t know how good it 
is. Some of these documen¬ 
taries, you know, aren’t that 
great.” And what sterling 
work has Santora scheduled 
in its place? On June 11, when 
other PBS stations across the 
country will be airing In the 
Wings, KQED is offering 
From the Heart: A Tribute to 
Lawrence Welk and the 
American Dream. 

Speaking of angels — the 
Eureka Theatre, which is re¬ 
sponsible for commissioning 
Tony Kushner's magnum 
opus Angels in America, 
went bankrupt shortly after 
the play closed here in San 
Francisco. But the Eureka’s 
fortunes are now looking up. 
The theatre recently became 
the beneficiary of a six-figure 
estate which, combined with 
their income from the New 
York production of Angels, 
might be enough to put the 
company back on its feet. 

The New Republic 
pounds another nail in the 
Coors coffin with Ruth 
Shalit's article on the up¬ 
coming Supreme Court nom¬ 
ination. Shalit reports that in 
1992, the Judicial Selection 
Monitoring Project, was creat¬ 
ed to lobby for the appoint¬ 
ment of “judicial conserva 
tives” and rally the troops tc 
defeat any moderate or left¬ 
leaning nominees. This pro¬ 
ject is an offshoot of the Free 
Congress Foundation, which 
is funded by Coors. And what 
beer are you drinking? 

The schedule is out for the 
17th Annual San Francisco 
Lesbian and Gay Film Festi¬ 
val, and the biggest ticket is 
expected to be the “Surprise 
Sneak Preview,” showing Fri¬ 
day, June 25 at 9 p.m. at the 
Castro. The Frameline staff is 
absolutely mum on what it is, 


other than describing it in the 
catalog as “one of the most 
eagerly awaited new North 
American gay-made features 
in a long time.” We’re willing 
to bet that with Gus Van 
Sant in town and the fact 
that neither Gregg Araki o r 
Tom Kalin has anything in 
the can, we know what it is. 
Of course, we could be 
wrong, Even Gossip Colum¬ 
nists Get The Blues.

It’s the same thing that 
happened with J. Edgar 
Hoover: everyone knew he 
was a flaming poof, but until 
the respectable biography 
comes out from the re¬ 
spectable publishing house,

straight media) is feeding on 
the “revelations” about Mick 
Jagger. In addition to the old 
David Bowie story, 
Christopher Anderson’s Jag¬ 
ger Unauthorized says that 
His Haggardness also had 
flings with Eric Clapton, 
Rudolf Nureyev, Brian 
Jones, and Andy Warhol, 
and that he hit on (ick!)

Enormous Scale 

Although I had seen 
preparatory pencil sketches, 
charred and discolored from 
the fire, at the Visual Aid ear¬ 
lier this year, they did not 
prepare me for the vivid color 
and enormous scale of the fi¬ 
nal product. Dashiell led me 
through the “story line” of the 
mural when I visited his stu¬ 
dio last week, as his assistants 
Tim O’Toole and Kent Howie 
completed panels. The cult 
rite is represented in two ver¬ 
sions: from left to right, the 
alien lesbians break in a new 
recruit by means of what 
looks like sexual virtual real¬ 


ity equipment, while from 
right to left, the gay cannibal 
sect feasts heartily on a new 
member. The over-the-top 
graphic sex and violence are 
no mere whim: “I was playing 
with stereotypes of gays as 
out of control sexually,” 
Dashiell says, “of gay men as 
all somehow insane Jeffrey 
Dahmer-types.” Onto this sce¬ 
nario he overlaid the “B- 
movie concept of lesbians as 
being these cold aliens.” The 
resulting world is full of nasty 
shocks from strange electrical 
devices, jars of pickled penis- 
es, and body appendages 
ripped from their sockets for 
a quick nosh. “I suppose I 


could have made it dirtier,” 
Dashiell contemplates. “But 
it’s dirty enough.” 

Queer Mysteries is art as 
spectacle, a contemporary 
take on classical art history 
through a Jungian lens, and a 
deliberate provocation to its 
audience. “I wanted some¬ 
thing fun, affirming, and trou¬ 
blesome to straights and con¬ 
servative gays,” the artist ad¬ 
mits. “I’m hoping that it will 
really bother some assimila- 
tionist gay folks.” 

Risky Imagery 

At the same time, his pro¬ 
ject is a challenge to usually

B ay Area artist David 
Cannon Dashiell has 
had quiet a year. In 
the same week last 
October, his doctor called to 
tell him he was in danger of 
developing CMV retinitis, 
San Francisco Art Institute 
called to inform him he had 
won the prestigious Adaline 
Kent Award for 1993, and his 
home/studio burned down in 
a devastating fire, taking with 
it much of his art. “At the 
time I thought all of my great¬ 
est hopes and fears had come 
true at once,” Dashiell says 


now. “Here I am declared 
‘artist of the year,’ while at 
the same time I’m going blind 
and my work goes up in 
flames.” 

Fortunately, treatment has 
kept retinitis at bay; Dashiell 
has rebuilt his house; and to¬ 
day, June 3, the 1993 Adaline 
Kent Award Exhibition, 
Queer Mysteries, opens at 
the San Francisco Art Insti¬ 
tute’s Walter/McBean Gallery. 
The exhibition is clearly a tri¬ 
umph for the artist, the payoff 
for his determination and per¬ 
severance after tremendous 
adversity. 


The centerpiece of the 
show is the extraordinary 8- 
foot tall multipanel mural 
which gives the exhibition its 
title. Based upon the frescoes 
at the Villa of the Mysteries 
at Pompeii, Queer Mysteries 
updates the classical frieze 
into an eye-popping vision of 
depravity and imaginative ex¬ 
cess. Dashiell’s creation re¬ 
mains faithful to its ancient 
model, which illustrates a 
Dionysian cult initiation ritu¬ 
al, in its groupings and narra¬ 
tive purview, but the Roman 
characters have been replaced 
by a fabulous cast of futuristic 
lesbians from outer space and 
cannibalistic gay men done 
up in Edwardian horror-show 
drag. They are arranged in a 
variety of erotic tableaux 
against a field of bright Ver¬ 
million.

Adele Prandini's 'Coconut'at Cowell Theatre 

Multicultural Musical 


by Noreen C. Barnes 

T heatre Rhinoceros 
closes its 15th season 
at the Cowell Theatre 
with the world pre¬ 
miere of Adele Prandini’s 
musical, Coconut. The play’s 
multicultural cast and produc¬ 
tion team reflect the author’s 
concerns with power, gender, 
sexuality, spirituality, and the 
environment. 

Set on a tropical isle, the 
story’s central physical pres¬ 
ence is a volcano (virtually a 
character itself), and much 
more than emotions erupt in 
this mythical musical. The 
theme of the harnessing of 
natural power — and its use 
and misuse — is extended into 
a metaphor for women’s pow¬ 
er and women’s connection 
with the earth’s rage. 

Solis (played by Monica 
McMurtry) is the priestess 
and proprietor of an establish¬ 
ment for environmentally 
conscious visitors to a tropical 
island. Rummykabub (’Drew 
Todd) is her nemesis, the evil 
developer who has plans to 
pave paradise and erect con¬ 
dos and malls. Judy Weng 
and Saun-Toy Latifa Trotter 
and Anthony Yepis and 
Daniel Taurines play troubled 
pairs of lovers, and Solis’ for¬ 
mer passion (B. Chico Purdi- 
man) returns to the island, 
along with an environmental¬ 
ist (Holly Bradford). 

Healthy Respect 

Prandini, who is the artis¬ 
tic director of Theatre 
Rhinoceros, cites collabora¬ 
tion as the key to her work, 
noting that “it requires a 
healthy respect for difference” 
and that “allowing people 
their differences is tied to 
what Coconut is about.” That 
philosophy is evident in the 
large undertakings Prandini 
has produced, written and/or 
directed over the last few 
years — including Joe Pintau- 
ro’s Wild Blue last year (win¬ 
ner of a Drama-Logue award 
for outstanding production 
and direction); a musical ver¬ 
sion of Judy Grahn’s Queen 
of Swords; and her own hit 
lesbian musical, Pulp and Cir¬ 
cumstance. 

In moving from the lesbian 
bars of the 1950s [Pulp) to 
the Underworld ( Queen of 
Swords) to the island of Co¬ 
conut, which represents the 
planet, Prandini’s vision has 
evolved and expanded to be¬ 
come more inclusive. She 


points out that as a theatre 
artist whose work “reflects 
the world we’re living in, my 
work changes, moment to 
moment, day to day. You ab¬ 
sorb the world around you, 
react to it. Doing theatre is 
like lighting a match. It illu¬ 
minates what’s around it, for 
a moment. Then the world 
changes again. It’s a chal¬ 
lenge, because you have only 
a moment to reach somebody, 
to focus their attention, to 
touch them. That’s the thing I 
love most about theatre.” 

Coconut’s choreography is 
by assistant director Anne 
Bluethenthal, who also chore¬ 
ographed Queen of Swords 
and Pulp and Circumstance. 
In addition to being dance- 
maker for the musical’s pro¬ 
duction numbers, Bluethen¬ 
thal is creating the movement 
for dancers Jonny McPhee 
and Kristin Montgomery, 
who, as a gecko and a bird,

provide a constant watchful 
animal presence. 

Bluethenthal explains that 
these two creatures, who 
“bring a deeper level of ex¬ 
pression to the piece,” serve 
as the messengers of Solis, fa¬ 
cilitate the love of the two 
couples, and connect the an¬ 
cestral and animal worlds. 
She emphasizes the “spiritual 
dimension that they add be¬ 
cause their movement is more 
abstract than that in the 
dances of the human charac¬ 
ters.” 

For Coconut, composer, 
lyricist, and sound designer 
Bob Davis has created four 
pieces. He describes his 
eclectic compositions as “an 
ersatz tango, faux calypso, 
mock Hawaiian and non-eth- 
no-specific tribal.” 


Strong Women 

Yepis, who plays the pas¬ 
sionate Pablo, says he is “im¬ 
pressed with the issues that 
Prandini has brought to life 
in the script, and they are pre¬ 
sented in an enjoyable way.” 

Judy Weng, who performs 
her own work with Actors 
Anonymous and with the 
Asian-American Theatre, says 
that this is “my first time 
working with a gay theatre. 
It’s a culture I knew very lit¬ 
tle about coming into the pro¬ 
cess, and I’ve learned a great 
deal about the community. 
I’ve found out how close we 
are, and that when it comes 
to love, there really is no dif¬ 
ference — when you love 
somebody, you love them.” 

The show is also a differ¬ 
ent experience for her be¬ 
cause of the strong women 
characters in it, which she 
finds unusual. She is working 
on her own musical and audi¬ 
tioned because she thought 
“what better way to learn 
about doing it than to be in 
one? I also like the fact that 
it’s a multicultural show. 
Asian-Americans don’t usual¬ 
ly get roles in productions 
like this.” ▼

Precision 

Attack

W ho knew that just 
beyond therapy 
was the rollicking 
laugh riot of emo¬ 
tional instability, the hilarity 
of befuddled psychiatrists, 
and the human burlesque that 
is hetero- and homosexuality? 
Gay playwright Christopher 
Durang knew and recorded 
his knowledge in the hysteri¬ 
cal farce Beyond Therapy. 

After having run for over a 
year at the New Conservatory 
Theatre, Beyond Therapy 
has just made a smart move 
to the more posh environs of 
the Plush Room in the York 
Hotel. In this intimate new 
setting, the play is beautifully 
realized under the inspired di¬ 
rection of cast member Jerry 
L. Walker and rousingly per¬ 
formed by a crack ensemble 
of six polished actors. 

Any show dealing with 
dates through personal ads; 
the insanity of psychotherapy; 
and the confusion of gay, 
straight, and bisexual relation¬ 
ships is going to get laughs. 
This is exceedingly ripe mate¬ 
rial. But Durang’s laughs are 
informed by a wry intelli¬ 
gence and the sharp buffoon¬ 
ery of precision satire. 

Just as he skewered the 
rites of Catholicism in The 
Marriage of Bette and Boo, 
Durang here takes on thera¬ 
pists and the inanity of their 
psychosexual babble. The 
plot follows bisexual Bruce 
(Steve Lee) and his quest to 
discover his true self. Bruce 
knows the opposite ends of 
his spectrum — traditional and 
insane — he just wants to set¬ 
tle down somewhere in the 
middle. 

Through the personal ads, 
Bruce meets the aptly named 
Prudence (Lisa Joffroy), an up¬ 
tight spinster-in-waiting who 
fears loneliness and ending 
her days with only her cats 
beside her. Providing insight, 
support, and enough Freudi¬ 
an drivel to sink the island of 
Manhattan are Bruce’s psy¬ 
chologist, Mrs. Wallace 
(Pamela Murphy), and Pru¬ 
dence’s psychiatrist, Dr. 
Framingham (Jim Webber). 
Rounding out the ensemble 
and adding to the comic con¬ 
fusion are Bruce’s live-in 
lover Bob (Walker) and one 
hot stud of a waiter (Mark 
Vanselow). 

Durang has wisely chosen 
to present this hypersexual, 
hyperpsychotic situation for 
what it truly is: a farce. In¬ 
stead of doors slamming and 
people running around with 
their pants falling down, this 
farce is driven by its colorful 
characters, and thanks to di¬ 
rector Walker and his cast, 
this is enough for a full 
evening of non-stop hilarity. 

As the bisexual Bruce who 
can’t decide between what he 
calls the “insanity” of his gay 
relationship and the “tradi¬ 
tionalism” of his desired 
straight relationship, Lee 
holds the center of attention 
as a stolid clown. Even when 
he lets down his macho im¬ 
age to cry in front of Pru¬ 
dence, he’s still just a vacuum 
sucking up and spitting out 
the pretentious pabulum fed 


to him by his therapist. 

“Don’t be afraid to sound 
pathological,” he tells Pru¬ 
dence, and “We could all look 
into the abyss together.” Jof- 
froy’s Prudence is a mass of 
fears, but from our first en¬ 
counter with her, we sense 
the pent-up rage that will 
drive her over the edge — into 
Bruce’s “abyss” — and provide 
a beautifully pitched break¬ 
down at the end of Act I. 


Homosexual Stereotype 

When Walker enters the 
scene late in the first act as 
the very gay Bob, he takes 
one look at Prudence and 
says with all the disdain and 
jealousy he can muster: “Oh, 
you must be Amy Fisher.” At 
first, Walker seems as if he is 
going to be a one-note homo¬ 
sexual stereotype, all arched 
eyebrows, contemptuous 
sighs, and rolled eyes. Well, 
Walker is one-note, and that 
one-note, thankfully, is hilari¬ 
ous. Whenever he’s on stage, 
the level of farce and the 
force of the belly laughs in¬ 
crease by palpable degrees. 

As the dippy therapist 
Mrs. Wallace, Murphy is a de¬ 
lightful cross between Doris 
Day and Sally Jesse Raphael 
(red frame glasses included). 
As the therapist with the 
most to say and the least 
amount of brain cells with 
which to say it, Murphy takes 
the challenging role of Mrs. 
Wallace and makes her com¬ 
pletely plausible. This psy¬ 
chologist has trouble enuosing

words and remembering pa¬ 
tients. She says “dirigible” 
when she means “secretary” 
and “porpoise” when she 
means “patient.” She babbles, 
she rants, she raves, and she 
comes out laughable but lov¬ 
able. 

On the other hand, Web¬ 
ber’s Dr. Framingham is a 
complete and total macho 
schmuck who has an embar¬ 
rassing premature ejaculation 
problem. He has slept with 
his patient, Prudence, and 
when he finds out she has 
slept with a bisexual who per¬ 
formed more ably than he 
did, he immediately labels 
Prudence a fag hag. Webber’s 
ultra-male, self-centered 
tantrums and tirades are 
achingly funny but sadly ac¬ 
curate. 

To praise the cast of Be¬ 
yond Therapy and not men¬ 
tion the sheer physical beauty 
of Vanselow would be a mis¬ 
take. Though his part, An¬ 
drew the waiter, is small, he 
makes a big impression. The 
role calls for a striking stud, 
and by the time Vanselow 
dons a black leather jacket 
and exits with one of the 
main characters, his studly 
image lingers in the imagina¬ 
tion. 

The move to the Plush 
Room should only improve 
business for Beyond Therapy, 
an intimate, slickly profes¬ 
sional, wonderfully ca¬ 
cophonous farce in the key of 
psychosexual torture. ▼

Working the Festival 


by Robert Julian 

T he hottest ticket in 
town just got hotter 
this year with the an¬ 
nouncement of the 
1993 San Francisco Interna¬ 
tional Lesbian and Gay Film 
Festival’s schedule. This 
year’s Frameline screening 
committee looked at 600 dif¬ 
ferent entries (twice as many 
as last year) before narrowing 
the field down to the 264 
which will be exhibited at 
nine different venues in 117 
programs. Blessed with an 
embarrassment of riches, this 
year’s festival introduces 
some new ticketing proce¬ 
dures meant to expedite ac¬ 
cess to what’s available. But 
serious film freaks need to 
pick up a festival booklet and 
plan ahead. 


Rewriting History 

Two years ago I was asked 
to cover about 25 percent of 
the festival for the B.A.R., a n 
assignment I had mixed feel¬ 
ings about. I didn’t want to 
spend hours of time screening 
bad movies, then writing 
about them for very little 
money. I was right about the 
money and the time — but I 
was astounded by the diversi¬ 
ty and quality of the offerings, 
especially in the documentary 
category. 

In prior years, it was my 
practice to take in one or two 
major films at the festival and 


ignore the rest. But I discov¬ 
ered that the experience of 
the film festival becomes 
more powerful and moving 
with each additional screen¬ 
ing you attend. There are so 
many voices, so many talent¬ 
ed individuals, and so much 
that is being said about our 
lives, all around the globe, 
that a limited exposure to one 
or two Big Pictures doesn’t 
cover the territory. 

For lesbians and gay men, 
experiencing the wide range 
of festival offerings is incred¬ 
ibly empowering; I know 
that word is trite and over¬ 
worked, but for once, it really 
does apply. Frameline’s festi¬ 
val is the single most impor¬ 
tant cultural and educational 
event of the year for lesbians 
and gay men. And each year, 
the quality of the offerings 
gets better. 


Documenting Lives 

Documentaries illuminate 
international issues and the 
universal gay experience, 
making learning fun — and 
vice-versa. This year, Frame¬ 
line introduces two special 
documentary programs at the 
Eye Gallery, free of charge, 
which run eight hours each 
day from June 21 to June 26, 
noon to 8 p.m. In addition, 
the festival opens June 18 
with a screening of Forbid¬ 
den Love, an often humorous 


entries prove that lesbians do 
have a sense of humor.” 

Special programs of inter¬ 
est to lesbian and gay Asians 
include Okoge, Twinkle, and 
The Slight Fever of a 20- 
Year-Old from Japan; The 
Silent Thrush from Taiwan; 
and The East Is Red from 
Hong Kong. This year’s 
Frameline Award goes to 
South Asian lesbian filmmak¬ 
er Pratibha Parmar, who will 
introduce an excerpt from her 
work in progress, Warrior 
Marks, a feature-length work 
on female genital mutilation. 

Short programs include 
Love Me, Leave Me, Slap Me, 
Pierce Me ... But Make It 
Short, Boys Just Want to 
Have Fun: New Gay Short 
Films I, Deaf Heaven (featur¬ 
ing lesbian/gay Jewish works), 
and Sistah Action (film and 
videos by lesbians of color). 

This year’s Big Guns in¬ 
clude the West Coast pre¬ 
miere of Derek Jarman’s 
Wittgenstein, starring Tilda 
Swinton (who may put in a 
personal appearance at the 
festival), and the world pre¬ 
miere of Confessions of a 
Pretty Lady, the British doc¬ 
umentary about Sandra Bern- 
hard. But getting into these 
two screenings may be impos¬ 
sible if you don’t start laying 
plans now. For each “sold 
out” screening, there will be a 
standby line where those 
without tickets may wait in 
line for a limited number of 
seats, held in reserve, that 
will be sold at the door. But 
to guarantee seating, advance 
purchase is necessary. 

Ticket Talk 

In addition to the Castro 
and Roxie theatres, the pri¬ 
mary venues for the festival 


are the AMC 8 Kabuki The¬ 
atres, the SF Art Institute, the 
Towne 3 in San Jose, and the 
Pacific Film Archive in 
Berkeley. Tickets may be pur¬ 
chased by mail (an order 
blank is in the festival cata¬ 
log) from Frameline, 346 
Ninth Street, San Francisco, 
CA 94103. The catalog also 
lists five retail outlets in the 
Bay Area which will also be 
selling tickets. In San Francis¬ 
co, the primary ticket vendor 
is the Superstar Video Satel¬ 
lite, 4141 18th Street, San 
Francisco. Superstar’s special 
festival hotline for tickets is 
(415) 431-9227, and their hours 
for telephone sales are noon 
to 3 p.m., Monday through 
Friday. 

This year the festival is in¬ 
troducing the Take Ten Tick¬ 
et Deal, which provides ten 
admissions for only $40, but 
beware — you must take your 
Take Ten card to a ticket ven¬ 
dor and redeem it for an actu¬ 
al ticket before attending each 
screening. Festival Fast Pass¬ 
es for the Castro and Roxie 
($65) are in limited supply, 
and this year they are avail¬ 
able only to Frameline mem¬ 
bers. A Fast Pass for the 
Towne 3 in San Jose is $24 
for six admissions, and it may 
be purchased at the theatre 
(Frameline membership is not 
required for this pass). 

One final word to the wise 
— don’t miss Grief, a world 
premiere on June 26 at the 
Castro. Craig Chester of 
Swoon and Alexis Arquette 
(Luke Perry’s real life “room¬ 
mate”) camp it up in a goofy 
gay riff on TV soaps. The di¬ 
rector, Richard Glatzer, is the 
former producer of Divorce 
Court, so how can you lose?

Closet Cleaning 


Queer in America: 

Sex, the Media, and the Closets of Power 
by Michelangelo Signorile; Random House, $23

A side from Larry 
Kramer, what other 
writer/activist has 
changed so much of 
the spectrum of lesbian and 
gay politics while carving a 
niche into our very culture? 
Michelangelo Signorile, the 
outspoken, outrageous jour¬ 
nalist, with others at the now 
defunct OutWeek magazine, 
helped to change the shape of 
gay culture and media, while 
infuriating moderate and con¬ 
servative homosexuals. 

In Queer in America, his 
first book, he tells the story of 
the development of his ideas 
and how they came to 
fruition in the pages of Out- 
Week, and beyond that, his 
battles with The Advocate, 
The Village Voice, and just 
about anyone who didn’t 
agree with him about what 
Time magazine dubbed “out¬ 
ing.” Signorile calls it truthful 
journalism. 

In his OutWeek column, 
Gossip Watch, he made 
scathing indictments of rich, 
closeted celebrities and their 
society sycophants and wrote 
a detailed article on the clos¬ 
eted money-for-sex life of 
multimillionaire Malcolm 
Forbes. He also outed Pen¬ 
tagon spokesman Pete 
Williams at the height of the

Gulf War in the pages of The 
Advocate — after OutWeek 
closed down the very week 
the story was to have run and 
after The Village Voice, cav¬ 
ing in to PC perfectionism (by 
the likes of gay writer and vo¬ 
ciferous Sig-hater Gary Indi¬ 
ana), refused to run the story. 

But don’t expect the hys¬ 
terical tone of his Gossip 
Watch column here. There 
are no new outings. Instead, 
Signorile gives an interesting, 
compelling, and thorough in¬ 
vestigation of the nature of 
the closet in this country and 
how it continues to generate a 
moribund conspiracy of si¬ 
lence about the richest, most 
powerful, most desperate ho¬ 
mosexuals in our country. 

Signorile’s book encapsu¬ 
lates the outing debate as it 
relates to AIDS, activism, 
civil rights, the Gulf War, and 
Hollywood by recounting 
events which irrevocably 
changed the shape of queer 
history. 


Magnificent Changes 

While journalistically accu¬ 
rate in a certain sense, Queer 
in America reads like a 
thriller. Unlike academic 
tomes by Frank Browning 
and others like him, Signorile 
participated in the events he 
recounts and flaunts his role 
as activist/journalist in the 
media of ACT UP and Queer 
Nation. 

Led on by cuties in the 
ACT UP ranks, Signorile at¬ 
tended his first ACT UP 
meeting with Village Voice 
nightlife columnist Michael 
Musto, who would write the 
first notable story about the 
group for that paper. It was a 
time of magnificent changes, 
and Signorile was there for it. 
He tells of the taking of the 
FDA like a tactical mission. 
Whether you were there for 
any of the events or not, it’s 
exciting reading. 

He then lays out the tactics 
and inside stories behind the 
mendacity of celebrity gossip 
columns, including a major 
nemesis, Liz Smith. After 
reading his explanation of 
“planters,” it’s impossible to 
ever take a gossip column se¬ 
riously again. By showing the 
process, he validates the prac¬ 
tice of outing and answers 
many questions left unex¬ 
plored by dismissive straights 
and gays who guard the clos¬ 
et as the last bastion of priva¬ 
cy. 

This is a personal mission, 
a crusade of sorts, full of the 
biases and opinionated view¬ 
points that make Signorile 
such a controversial writer. 
The main thing finally is Sig¬ 
norile’s mission to burn away 
every vestige of shame, there¬ 
by killing his own shame en¬ 
gendered by his Catholic up¬ 
bringing. Critics charge that, 
like many zealous activists, 
Signorile used gay popular 
culture to deal with his own 
emotional agenda, but he ad¬ 
mits it as such, by showing us 
first of all what lay at the root 
of his passion. 


D.C. Hypocrites 

In Washington, it is anoth¬ 
er case altogether, as the writ¬ 
er partied and bar-hopped 
“incognito” among the clois¬ 
tered, two-faced hypocrites of 
D.C. 

The accounts of D.C.’s dou¬ 
ble standards recall the chill¬ 
ing spell of the Gulf War, 
when every night Americans 
were hypnotically charmed 
by the Pentagon’s biggest 
closet case, Pete Williams, the 
tap-dancing bachelor. Coun¬ 
tering this is the story of a 
young gay soldier outed by 
military brass. By showing 
this dark side of outing, the 
author justifies his own brand 
while attacking the deceitful 
practices of the Pentagon.

He also interviews, in- 
depth, a staff aide to a closet¬ 
ed “legislator” who sexually 
forced himself on the aide at 
the same time as the Thomas- 
Hill hearings. The compar¬ 
isons are obvious, yet the gay 
version of sexual harassment 
never made it to the head¬ 
lines. 


Future Beacon 


Signorile also provides 
chilling facts on the ever¬ 
growing factions of funda¬ 
mentalist Christians bent on 
maintaining the closet and us¬ 
ing their homophobia to raise 


money and fuel for their hor¬ 
rid agenda. As a positive al¬ 
ternative — and a beacon for 
the future — he interviews sev¬ 
eral owners of computer com¬ 
panies and showcases Silicon 
Valley as the paradigm for an 
enlightened industry of the 
next century, with its domes¬ 
tic partnership agreements as 
well as its forward-thinking 
technology as a tool in spread¬ 
ing the gospel of queer rights 
and information. 

Signorile not only justifies 
his tactics, but boldly puts 
forth a manifesto for a new 
generation, inspiring reading 
in these seemingly exhausted 
times. 

Unfortunately, in stream¬ 
lining his ideas, Signorile 
omits some of his more outra¬ 
geous tales: the butter-in-the- 
face incident with anti-gay 
artist Mark Kostabi, his brawl 
on the set of Geraldo, and his 
rough treatment by police at 
the first mass Queer Nation 
demo. Also passed over are 
some of the more turbulent 
events that led to the demise 
of OutWeek and the issues 
that led to ACT UP infight¬ 
ing. 

Aside from these omis¬ 
sions, Queer in America is 
funny, exciting, and sets the 
record straight (so to speak) 
from the horse’s mouth, about 
outing from A to Z. It shows 
how activist journalism in the 
last few years has forever 
changed the face of gay, les¬ 
bian, and queer America. ▼

Celebrating Strauss 

An Interview With Sir Charles Mackerras

S ir Charles Mackerras, 
San Francisco Op¬ 
era’s new principal 
guest conductor, is 
delighted with the four op¬ 
eras chosen for the company’s 
Celebration of Strauss which 
starts Friday. “If it only had 
to be four works, I think 
they’ve chosen the right 
ones,” he says. 

“Salome is the most for¬ 
ward looking of them all har¬ 
monically and Rosenkavalier 
[which Mackerras himself is 
conducting] really expresses 
the other side of Strauss so 
perfectly. Capriccio is his 
last work and Daphne, a 
work I always think deserves 
to be played much more of¬ 
ten, is in his legendary/myth¬ 
ical vein which Strauss seems 
to have enjoyed very much. 


“The interesting thing 
about the four works chosen 
here is you see how Strauss 
really got simpler and simpler 
as his music went on,” Mack¬ 
erras explains. Richard 
Strauss’ first two operas “are 
nothing like Salome. It’s sort 
of like his Tristan in a way, 
it seems to spring from 
nowhere. Salome is about 
the most complicated and the 
most dissonant, sort of bitonal 
and multi-polytonal. And 
Capriccio, his swan song, is 
all common chords and beau¬ 
tifully lush.” 

Strauss’ reputation as a 
composer has varied widely 
over the years. Shortly before 
he died the composer himself 
said, “I may not be a first-rate 
composer, but I am a first- 
class second-rate composer.” 
Some critics feel even that as¬ 
sessment is too generous. 
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‘TELL ME ABOUT YOUR FIRST TIME” 


Though Mackerras is not 
blind to the weak spots in 
Strauss’ work, he is an admir- 
er. 


Multifarious Composer 

“Strauss is a great compos¬ 
er, and such a multifarious 
composer,” Mackerras ex¬ 
plains enthusiastically. “I rank 
him very high. I know many 
people don’t. I can see that 
the music is slightly more 
meretricious than vulgar. But 
to me that doesn’t matter. 
He’s a superb, great master. I 
think Salome and the 
Rosenkavalier are really the 
best, even though there’s a 
certain amount of musical 
padding in the third act of 
Rosenkavalier before you get 
to the gorgeous bits.” 

For one thing, Mackerras 
points out that Strauss set the 
text of his operas with aston¬ 
ishing skill. 

“Strauss always sets the 
words perfectly. He really 
does know how to set words. 
If you sing exactly the rhythm 
which Strauss prescribes to 
the words, it will come out as 
correct German prosody.” 

Even some of the extreme¬ 
ly high or low notes Strauss 
wrote for the singers were ne¬ 
cessitated by a specific dra¬ 
matic purpose. 

“It’s extraordinary some of 
the low notes he gives to Sa¬ 
lome, for instance. The first 
time she’s talking about being 
imprisoned in that dungeon, 
and the second time it’s erot¬ 
ic, just before she does the ac¬ 
tual kissing of the mouth. 

“With Annina the second 
act of Rosenkavalier it’s a 
kind of threatening gesture. 
That’s the very moment 
when she turns against Baron 
Ochs because he won’t give 
her any money for the infor¬ 
mation she’s bringing. So she 
changes sides, right there, on 
that low note.” 

Demanding Roles 

But it is not only the com¬ 
poser’s vocal writing that 
makes his operas so difficult 
for singers. “The roles are ter¬ 
ribly demanding because they 
not only have to be sung su¬ 
perbly, and musically accu¬ 
rately, but it’s real music the¬ 
ater,” Mackerras says. “The 
standard of acting has to be 
so high and the things Strauss 
demands of the singers, in 
some cases, is almost super¬ 
human.” 

Strauss also makes super¬ 
human demands on the mem¬ 
bers of the orchestra, in some 
cases asking instruments to 
play notes they literally can’t. 

“Some of the younger play¬ 
ers in the orchestra came to 
me and said, ‘What do we do 
about this note? It’s not on 
the instrument.’ I said, ‘Just 
leave it out,’ Strauss didn’t in¬ 
tend the strings to tune down 
so they could reach the note,” 
Mackerras says. “It was just 
the effect he wanted. I must 
say most other composers 
don’t do that. 

“There are a couple of pic¬ 
colo notes in Rosenkavalier 
which are not on the instru¬ 
ment, one during a solo. If 
you can’t get the right instru¬ 
ment, then you have to slight¬ 
ly reorchestrate it. We’re still 
waiting to see if we can get 
one of the instruments that 
will play the low note. But 
we’ve got a contingency plan 
in case we don’t.” 



Strauss' 
reputation as 
a composer 
has varied 
widely over 
the years. 


The composer’s often-huge 
orchestras and dramatically 
gripping music sometimes 
make things very difficult for 
the conductor. 

“One has to be careful to 
resist the temptation to let the 
orchestra play too loudly. 
Strauss keeps talking about 
Salome and Elektra being 
fairy music, Rosenkavalier 
being Mozart rather than 
Lehar and all that,” Macker¬ 
ras says with a hearty laugh. 
“But in fact it’s all very heav¬ 
ily orchestrated. If the con¬ 
ductor doesn’t really get too 
excited, even if he wants to, 
that’s the best for the singers. 
Strauss himself belonged to 
that old school of impassive 
German conductors. If you 
could see Strauss conducting 
his own music you’d imagine 
it was the most boring music 
ever written.” 

As a young man Macker¬ 
ras saw a performance of Sa¬ 
lome in Vienna led by Hein¬ 
rich Hollreiser, a conductor 
who worked with Strauss 
himself. 

“He was absolutely impas¬

sive,” Mackerras remembers, 
“he conducted the whole per¬ 
formance with a tiny beat and 
never got worked up at all. 
Until the great crashing, 
chord [at the climax of the 
opera.] There he just stood up 
and looked at the brass in a 
sort of sleepy way and then 
sat down at the resolution in 
C-sharp major. And that 
chord really was triple forte 
and the rest was not. The rest 
was under the voices. In a 
way that’s the secret [of con¬ 
ducting Strauss.] I must say I 
find it very difficult to obey 
that precept all the time, even 
though I know it should be.” 


Though Mackerras is an 
Australian, he was born in 
New York State and studied 
in both Sydney and Prague. 
He has been musical director 
of various musical organiza¬ 
tions during his career, in¬ 
cluding Sadler’s Wells (later 
English National Opera) and 
the Welsh National Opera. As 
for his new title of principal 
guest conductor here, Macker¬ 
ras says, “It just means the 
conductor is more closely as¬ 
sociated with the company 
than, perhaps, an ordinary — if 
I may use the word — guest 
conductor. I think it’s a sort of 
title one has when one’s get¬ 
ting a bit senior.” He is also 
principal guest conductor of 
the Scottish Chamber Orches¬ 
tra and the Royal Philhar¬ 
monic Orchestra. ▼ 


Celebration of Strauss Schedule 


The San Francisco Opera’s

Brutal Realities 

White Sambo: A Novel in Stories 
by Robert Burdette Sweet; GLB, $12.95

T he insulting jolt of the 
title of White Sambo 
is vital preparation for 
the author’s central 
idea of the gay male and his 
life in a homophobic society. 
Sweet has expanded a racial¬ 
ly loaded term to include gay 
men as a despised category. 

In this novel of recollec¬ 
tion, a debilitated but feisty 
gay man of 83 looks back 
from the year 2013 into signif¬ 
icant moments of Western 
history to explore crucial 
points in gay male life, includ¬ 
ing a scared gay pope. He 
then examines his own life 
from age 6 onward. 

Each of these well-paced 
episodes is a short story in its 
own right. Burdette establish¬ 
es the essential tenor of the 
book early on when Michael 
Morgan declares, “My entire 
life evolved around inevitabil¬ 
ities, not to voluntary changes 
or choices, no different than 
an earthworm avoiding dry¬ 
ness and light, favoring the 
dark and moist, fucker and 
fuckee by turns and by fate.” 

Stamping such an utter¬ 
ance as merely another tire- 
somely naturalistic interpreta¬ 
tion of life would be an unfor¬ 
tunate mistake because Sweet 
makes the life of the protago¬ 
nist an absorbing interplay of 
personal qualities — his own 
and others — and the shifting 
circumstances of his days. 

In the evolving drama, 
Michael does make choices, 
and these choices do bring 
consequences. Mikey’s early 
fascination with the bits of 
stained glass that are samples 
for the church window dedi¬ 
cated to his dead grandmoth¬ 
er is the first inward nudge 
toward the art career he de¬ 
velops. 


Decisive Step 

Michael takes the decisive 
step in establishing his career 
at college, where his 
sexual orientation also con¬ 
fronts him. In “Black Sam¬ 
bo/White Sambo,” Michael is 
plunged into homosexual love 
by Roland, an assertive, 
young black male who points 
out to the reclusive artist that 
they are equal in affections, 
though Roland’s color makes 
him a more obvious Sambo. 

In his early middle age, af¬ 
ter several years with his 
scholarly black lover Marcus, 
Michael must face the break¬ 
up when Martin Luther King 
is assassinated and Marcus 
finds it necessary to recognize 
the primacy of blackness to 
his identity. 

A parallel scenario — with 
some differences — involves 
the occasionally bisexual 
Michael’s relations with wom¬ 
en. Though four distinctly dif¬ 
ferent women fall heavily for 
him, possibly sharing a fasci¬ 
nation for his indifference, 
their motives vary. 

High-class whore Margaret 
sees him as a real lover in¬ 
stead of a man she can ex¬ 
ploit, for instance, while 
Karen desires him as a pro¬ 
genitor of her hoped-for child, 
preferably a daughter. 

When gay liberation ex¬ 
plodes, Michael has settled in 
the Bay Area. The stories 
then exploit his opinions and 
feelings about various devel¬ 
opments in gay life. In “The 
Monastery,” a SOMA 
labyrinth for S/M and other 
sexual variations becomes a 
place where any sexual fanta¬ 
sy between men can become 
a reality. “The Big O in the 
Sky” has the Gay Pride Pa¬ 
rade and a proposed sexual 
spin-off demonstrate the gay 
man’s pervasive need for role 
playing. 



Think Pink

Sweet stretches readers’ 
credulity at time. Lara, de¬ 
spairing in her passion for 
Michael, runs naked out into 
the snow in “Window in Win¬ 
ter,” an overreaction even for 


her. The attack of the homo- 
phobic suburban neighbors in 
“Uninvited Selves” is exag¬ 
gerated beyond B-movie 
melodrama. 

Nevertheless, there is 
strong evidence of a steady 
literary hand in this work. 
The sense of place is always 
concrete. In both appearance 
and personality, the major 
characters in each story are 
clearly limned. 

In addition, there are fre¬ 
quent thoughts from and 
about gay people that hit like 
zingers. Here is one from a 
numbers queen in ‘‘Dog 
Wake”: “George often ended 
being the victim of the fan¬ 


tasies he caused others to 
have about him.” And from 
‘‘Stone Gardenia”: “The 
words ‘sexual’ and ‘normal’ 
should never be used in the 
same sentence.” 

Besides White Sambo, 
Sweet, who recently retired 
from the English department 
at San Jose State, has written 
seven books. He has worked 
as a composer, a painter and 
a sculptor, but large-scale suc¬ 
cess has eluded him to date. 
Though the prevailing tone of 
White Sambo varies from 
the current social optimism of 
the gay movement, it should 
establish the author as a 
prime gay writer. ▼

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Treating Athletic Injuries 


by Dianne Aaronson 

I n previous issues I have 
written about specific 
ways to avoid injury, 
such as stretching, main¬ 
taining symmetry in size and 
strength of muscles, and pay¬ 
ing proper attention to tech¬ 
nique and form. However, 
even careful attention to the 
above cannot guarantee an in- 
jury-free life. Therefore, be¬ 
coming aware of the various 
types of potential injuries and 
learning to detect and treat 
them early on can help mini¬ 
mize the effect they will have 
on our training routines and 
daily living. 

Recognizing Inflammation 

No matter what the cause 
or type of injury, tissue will 
always respond with inflam¬ 
mation. As such, it is a sure 
sign of possible injury and 
can be recognized by the fol¬ 
lowing symptoms: increased 
temperature due to dilation of 
blood vessels; redness due to 
increased blood flow; swelling 
due to movement of fluid into 
a restricted area; pain caused 
by the swelling which puts 
pressure on nerve endings; 
and loss of function, which 
comes as a result of the above 
symptoms. What that means 
in plain English is that if, for 
instance, you’ve sprained 
your ankle, it will probably 
feel hotter to the touch than 
other areas of your body; it 
will be red and swollen; it 
will hurt like hell; and you 
won’t be able to walk. 

If you think you may have 
incurred an injury but are not 
sure, check for any of the 
above symptoms, particularly 
pain. Pain is a very important 
indicator that things are not 
status quo, and it should not 
be ignored. If you’ve had 
chronic pain in any area of 
your body for any period of 
time, it should be checked 
out. 

Probably the most impor¬ 
tant thing to remember for 
the care of injuries is R-I-C-E, 
which stands for rest, ice, 
compression, and elevation. 
The attention paid to an in¬ 
jury during the first 72 hours 
is critical, and a much better 
outcome can be expected sim¬ 
ply by following the R-I-C-E 
formula. 

Rest 

According to the American 
Council on Exercise, rest is a 
relative term. It is necessary 
to allow the damaged tissue 
to heal without further injury. 
However, the best form of 
“rest” actually includes some 
activity, though avoiding use 
of the injured part of the 
body. Continuing to keep the 
metabolism active, rather 
than confining oneself to com¬ 
plete bed rest, actually aids 
the healing process by deliv¬ 
ering nutrients to injured tis¬ 
sues faster. 


The use of ice reduces 
pain and inflammation, re¬ 
tards swelling, and promotes 
healing. There are a variety 
of ways to apply ice. Ice 
packs can be purchased at 
sporting goods outlets and 
pharmacies. You can also fill 
up little paper cups with wa¬ 
ter and put them in the freez¬ 
er to be used at the necessary 
times. This is convenient be¬ 
cause as the ice melts, you 
can tear away at the paper. It 


also makes holding the ice — 
to perform an “ice massage” — 
possible. A moist ice pack can 
be made by wrapping 
crushed ice in a towel. This 
pack should be applied for ap- 


The attention 
paid to an 
injury during 
the first 72 
hours is 
critical. 
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proximately 20 minutes, four 
to eight times per day, for at 
least the first three days im¬ 
mediately following an injury. 

Compression 

This technique aids in re¬ 
ducing swelling by increasing 
the fluid pressure and forcing 
the fluid back into the 
drainage systems of the body. 
This can be accomplished by 


an elastic wrap and is also ol- 
ten used when applying ice. 

Elevation 

To allow gravity to assist 
in the movement of fluid 
back to the drainage systems, 
the injured area (with ice 
pack in place) must be elevat¬ 
ed above the level of the 
heart. 

Common Injury Sites 

In the lower body, the 
most common injury sites are 
the ankles, shins, knees, and 
lower back. While there is in¬ 
sufficient space for an in- 
depth analysis of all possible 
injuries an athlete might en¬ 
counter, some things to look 
out for are ankle sprains 
(caused by abrupt lateral 
movement); shin splints; 
stress fractures (generally an 
overuse injury caused by ex¬ 
cessive pounding — dancers 
and runners know what I 
mean); Achilles’ tendonitis; 
and low back pain, which can 
be caused by a number of fac¬ 


tors, from poor technique or 
heavy lifting to biomechani¬ 
cal/structural discrepancies 
(exacerbated by activities 
such as running or aerobic 
dance). 

Knee problems are fortu¬ 
nately not as common, but 
can be quite serious and take 
a number of forms. Aerobic 
dance, running, and biking 
are a few activities that can 
wear at a knee joint, particu¬ 
larly if the biomechanics are 
faulty. Any knee pain should 
be checked out immediately. 

The upper extremities can 
also take quite a beating, par¬ 
ticularly through overuse (a 
constantly repeated move¬ 
ment). Epicondylitis, or “ten¬ 
nis elbow,” is one example, 
featuring pain, and at times 
swelling, around the elbow 


joint. Rest and ice massage, as 
well as a strengthening of the 
forearm muscles for further 
prevention, are recommend¬ 
ed. Tendonitis and bursitis of 
the shoulder are two painful 
results of damage to the rota¬ 
tor cuff muscles, excessive 
overhead movements being 
the culprit in this case. This 
type of injury is also some¬ 
thing not to mess with and re¬ 
quires immediate attention. 

For the most part, howev¬ 
er, with careful attention to 
technique, proper warm-up, 
flexibility training, and sym¬ 
metrical weight training, most 
of these injuries can be avoid¬ 
ed. On those occasions when 
these measures are not able 
to prevent an injury, knowing 
how to recognize the signs 
and taking immediate steps to 
remedy the situation is the 
next best thing.

F ifty-one dedicated, 
sincere and worthy con¬ 
testants of the leather 
persuasion participated 
in the 15th Annual Internation¬ 
al Mr. Leather Contest in 
Chicago last weekend. Thou¬ 
sands of leather-oriented men, 
women and even straight 
leather mavens witnessed the 
spectacular extravaganza that 
was a rousing tribute to the 
men who sought the title — 
and all of them eminently 
qualified. 

International Mr. Leather 
lived up to its name to the 
fullest extent as the three 
finalists for this year’s edition 
were not Americans at all!

hotel and spewed streams of 
the white liquid over alighting 
passengers, luggage and tax¬ 
icabs! 

The judging of the contes¬ 
tants took a total of 14 hours, 
and the judges (David Rhodes, 
Martin Bakker, John Lunning,

cautious arts institutions. Be¬ 
cause of its size, the mural 
must be exhibited in muse¬ 
um-scale galleries, a context 
in which this type of explicit 
imagery is risky, shocking. 
“There really is no gay monu¬ 
mental art,” explains Dashiell. 
“Historically we’ve had secret 
little items that often are not 
even signed. I was interested 
in making something too big 
to ignore.” 

Too wonderful to ignore, 
Queer Mysteries rewards 
scrutiny with a host of visual 
delights and sly details, such 
as a young boy in shackles 
reading a book titled The 
Agenda (as in, the homosex¬ 
ual agenda). To Dashiell, the 
marginalization of gay culture 


and the modern transforma¬ 
tion of classical mythology 
into pulp commercial product 
are related offenses, and his 
radical choice of form and 
content are an effort to rectify 
the injustice. With the unveil¬ 
ing of this ambitious work, he 
has brought the margins into 
the center. 


The mural is only one 
highlight of this exhibition. A 
retrospective of Dashiell’s ma¬ 
jor works includes his Defoe- 
inspired Plague Journal (A 
Suite of Drawings) (1985); the 
installation A Lover’s Dis¬ 
course (1986), based upon 
Roland Barthes’ book on ob¬ 
sessive love; a self-portrait 
through tarot, Invert/Oracle 
(1987-88); and pieces from The 
Pantocrator’s Circus, 
Dashiell’s acclaimed 1990 in¬ 


stallation which incorporates 
Hieronymous Bosch-like im¬ 
agery to examine the ways in 
which sin and sickness have 
always been linked in the 
popular imagination. The 
suitably offbeat exhibition 
catalog includes an Edwar¬ 
dian horror story by Rebecca 
Solnit and lesbian sci-fi from 
Nayland Blake. Dashiell will 
present a free gallery talk, 
The Mysteries Revealed, at 
SFAI on Thursday, June 24 at 
7 p.m. This is a show not to 
be missed, as one of our most 
gifted and powerful artists fi¬ 
nally gets his due. ▼

more than a part of people’s 
sexual orientation; it probably 
accounts for little, if any, of it. 

We know there are genetic 
factors and we know there 
are nongenetic factors — from 
the twin studies [which show 
that many, but not all identi¬ 
cal twins of gay men or les¬ 
bians are themselves gay or 
lesbian]. So there’s some in¬ 
teraction between the genetic 
and the environmental, but 
what that environment is, we 
don’t know. It could be prena¬ 
tal environment, things in the 
uterus — blood supply and 
things you don’t even think 
about. Or it could be parental 
treatment, social factors, and 
stress. So we don’t know. It’s 
still more mystery than clear 
knowledge. 

In the book you discuss ear¬ 
ly childhood, how biological 
factors may influence things 
like what toys a child choos¬ 
es. Should parents be dis¬ 
tressed that they may have 
less influence than they 
thought? 

Parents I talk to will tell 
you they knew their kids 
were different from when 
they were first born: “My son 
was like this, my daughter 
was like that.” It’s nothing 
new. You can see this already 
when they’re a month or two 
old, how different the kids 
were — not just male and fe¬ 
male, but the difference be¬ 
tween individual kids.

Just the day before yester¬ 
day I was speaking to an em¬ 
inent scientist, Robert Goy, 
who did a tremendous 
amount of research on the 
childhood characteristics of 
monkeys, sex-differentiated 
characteristics: How male ju¬ 
venile monkeys behave and 
how female juvenile monkeys 
behave. It’s much like hu¬ 
mans, you know. The males 
are much more into rough- 
and-tumble play. He has 
shown completely that those 
differences result from the 
hormonal experiences the an¬ 
imals had when they were fe¬ 
tuses. There are different hor¬ 
monal levels for male and fe¬ 
male fetuses, and if you 
change those levels you 
change the play behavior. 

And that’s known for hu¬ 
mans, too. There are kids 
who have had unusual hor¬ 
monal experiences when they 
were fetuses because their

Gays and Gray Matter 


The Sexual Brain 

by Simon LeVay; MIT, $22.50

U ntil I read Simon 
LeVay’s elegantly 
written book on the 
biological basis of 
sexuality, I’d tended to regard 
the scientific search for the 
“gay gene” as something akin 
to 19th-century phrenology — 
an enterprise inspired in 
equal part by whimsy and 
ideology. Now I’m not so 
sure. 

LeVay achieved instant no¬ 
toriety when he published a 
monograph in 1991 detailing 
his research into the anatom¬ 
ical differences between the 
brains of homosexual and het¬ 
erosexual men (specifically 
the difference in size of the 
third interstitial nucleus of 
the hypothalamus, or INAH 
3). As LeVay summarizes his 
current findings in The Sexu¬ 
al Brain, “There is much to 
recommend [the hypothesis] 
that there are intrinsic, genet¬ 
ically determined differences 
in the brain’s hormone recep¬ 
tors or in the other molecular 
machinery that is interposed 
between circulating hormones 
and their actions on brain de¬ 
velopment,” a difference 
which may in part account for 
the variety of individual sex¬ 
ual orientation. Thus “it is not 
unrealistic to expect a gene or 
genes influencing sexual ori¬ 
entation to be identified with¬ 
in the next few years.” 

The possibility of such dis¬ 
coveries may disturb some 
readers, but LeVay, who is 
gay himself, does his best to 


make the whole prospect 
palatable. His book is ad¬ 
dressed to the general reader 
(presumably one with some 
faint memory of college biol¬ 
ogy) and is intelligible even at 
its most technical. Each chap¬ 
ter begins and ends with a 
summary of what has come 
before, and LeVay appends a 
handy if rather idiosyncratic 
glossary of terms (he includes 
the children’s game “Seven 
Minutes in Heaven” but omits 
“oocyte”). His choice of chap¬ 
ter titles, culled from the po¬ 
ems and plays of Shake¬ 
speare, is also a nice conceit. 

In addition to the differ¬ 
ence in the size of gay and 
straight men’s hypothalamus- 
es, LeVay reports another cu¬ 
rious discovery: “The appar¬ 
ent tendency of lesbians and 
gay men to be less consistent¬ 
ly right-handed than hetero¬ 
sexual people suggests that 
their cerebral functions may 
be less strongly lateralized.” 
In other words, the two sides 
of the brains, the analytical 
and the intuitive, may be 
more richly interconnected in 
lesbians and gay men than in 
their heterosexual counter¬ 
parts. Well, we knew that 
anyway. 

LeVay would be the first 
to admit that none of this re¬ 
search is conclusive, but it’s 
tempting to find in his work a 
clue to the most troubling co¬ 
nundrum of all: What causes 
heterosexuality? If he’s cor¬ 
rect, straight people are prob¬ 
ably born that way. If they 
seem stereotypical, they de¬ 
serve our compassion. It’s re¬ 
ally not their fault. ▼ 


mothers were given hor¬ 
mones for some reason. And 
these kids’ personalities and 
behavior change in the ways 
you’d predict, so that girls 
who get exposed to male hor¬ 
mones at high levels in the 
uterus are more aggressive, 
show more rough-and-tumble 
play, and vice versa for boys. 

I think this whole thing 
about the differences between 
boys and girls resulting from 
the way parents treat you is a 
[fiction], unfortunately tied in 
with a misguided component 
of feminism: the notion that 
all differences between men 
and women result from male 
oppression. There’s tons of 
male oppression out there, I 
wouldn’t begin to deny it, but 
nonetheless there are intrinsic 
differences between males 
and females. 


Explain what you mean 
when you say that whatever 
causes someone to be gay, 
straight or bisexual is ulti¬ 
mately going to be found in 
the laboratory, but that’s 
not the same thing as saying 
that we’re genetically pro¬ 
grammed to be whatever 
we are. 

People tend to think about 
issues like homosexuality as, 
“is it biological or is it psycho¬ 
logical?” That really is a false 
distinction, because even psy¬ 
chological things are biologi¬ 
cal. There is a brain mecha¬ 


nism for everything we do; 
things happen because of 
brain cells, synapses, electri¬ 
cal activity, and chemicals. So 
you can hope to understand 
biologically mental processes 
whether they come about as 
genetic processes, environ¬ 
mental processes, or whatev¬ 
er. Just saying you can under¬ 
stand something biologically 
doesn’t mean you’re born that 
way or you’re not born that 
way. 

But you’ve said researchers 
are likely to discover a “gay 
gene.” 

I think it’s probable that 
the biological explanation will 
involve a large measure of ge¬ 
netic control. [The twin 
studies] are very, very clear in 
showing a major genetic com¬ 
ponent of sexual orientation, 
although not by any means 
100 percent. You can get iden¬ 
tical twins, one gay and one 
straight, who share all their 
genes. I think it is likely that a 
large chunk of the causation 
will be genetic, and I think it’s 
quite likely that the actual 
genes that are responsible will 
be identified. That’s what peo¬ 
ple are racing to do right now, 
actually. That’s a hot area of 
research. 

My guess is that the genes 
will be found and they’ll be 
found soon and not 20 years 
from now. More like 20 
months from no,w. 


So how do we deal with this 
knowledge when we get it, 
both within the gay commu¬ 
nity and as a larger society? 

It’s going to make life 
more predictable. That’s a 
trend that’s been happening 
the last couple of hundred 
years, that life is gradually be¬ 
coming more predictable. 
Life span is becoming more 
uniform, and we’re beginning 
to understand the factors that 
predispose people to certain 
diseases, environmental and 
genetic factors. 

It’s going to affect our ba¬ 
sic understanding of human 
nature, what we mean by dif¬ 
ferences between individuals. 
What will you do with the in¬ 
formation from a test that 
maybe predicts whether 
someone’s going to be gay or 
straight? I’m not sure of the 
answer to that question. 
Should that information be 
made available or not? 
Should it be possible for a 
woman to be allowed to have 
a prenatal test, perhaps a 
woman who specifically had in 
mind that she didn’t want to 
have a gay child? 

I’m not sure, actually. I think 
it should be “yes.” I feel that 
one can do more by education 
than by legally resricting op¬ 
tions. I think that we should 
also do our best to give people 
an understanding of diversity 
and what it means to the 
human race, what its value is.
